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FOREWORD 


This book is somewhat more condensed and abbreviated than 
those of other years. It is a trial of economy in printing costs 
and of the plan of annual report now in use by neighboring 
towns. 


The Town’s accounting is carefully handled daily by an able 
accountant; each entry receiving proper check and approval. 
At then end of each week all vouchers are bound in a warrant, 
which is again checked and approved by the Selectmen; then 
carefully paid by the Treasurer. Finally all of the accounts for 
the year are audited by a State Auditor. These safeguards 
should make full details unnecessary and result in economies 
of time, labor and printing costs. 


A sincere attempt has been made for clarity, brevity and 
arrangement without sacrifice of essentials. 


Details of all accounts are on file at the Municipal Offices 
and may be seen there. 
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GENERAL REPORT OF YOUR SELECTMEN 
1938 - 1939 


To the Citizens of Windham: 
Our municipal year of 1938-’39 has come, gone and closed. 


Now we are writing its history in the forms of selectmen’s 
report and annual town report. 


There have been few outstanding events and accomplish- 
ments, but it seems evident that there has been a constant, sin- 
cere effort to carry on the town’s business quietly, carefully, 
economically and efficiently. The many and varied accounts of 
this year, in this book, show to what extent this attempt of ours 
has been realized. 


The Annual Evaluation for Assessment was made and it 
was found slightly higher than the year before. This was on 
account of some new homes, cottages, and mills being first taxed 
in 1938, and radios being then taxed for the first time. The 
valuation increased slightly, we planned economies, and the tax 
rate decreased 70c per $1,000.00, while the cash balance at end 
of year, increased about $2,000.00 over 1937. 


Roads: Repairs, Construction, Tarring, and Cutting Bushes. 
This work was carried on and completed in the regular course. 
Much credit is here due to our Road Commissioners, R. A. 
Smith, J. M. Hall, and C. G. Roberts. The outstanding accom- 
plishments are shown on the following roads: Vatney’s Mill, 
Ward’s, River, Nash, Albion, Falmouth and Chute. The W. P. 
A. cooperated with us generously, on the Falmouth, Varney’s 
Mill and Albion Roads. 


Bridges and Culverts: Repairs and Renewels. In general what 
we reported above on roads, also applies here. The work was 
performed in the regular course, and much credit is due our 
Road Commissioners. The outstanding accomplishments are on 
the following bridges: White’s, Varney’s, Great Falls, Ander- 
son, and Ink Horn. 
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The miscellaneous, but important matters; of Lights, Water, 
Police, White Pine Blister Rust, Gypsy Moth, Dogs, Traffic, 
Care of Cemeteries, Directional Signs, Publicity, Etc., have 
received the usual attention, and have been handled in the 
regular course. Each of these is worthy of more and special 
attention in the future. Here we have received fine cooperation 
from the utility companies that serve us, from our constables, 
from our State, and from the Cemetery Associations. 


The Poor: Town, Town Farm, Of and In Other Towns, 
State and Veterans. This is and always has been a major 
problem. The 1938-’39 account, however, shows a considerable 
improvement over recent years. Some of the credit is due your 
selectmen but some is due others—and as follows; the poor 
themselves who have cooperated; the State, through Mothers’ 
Aid, Dependent Children, and Old Age Assistance allowances ; 
other towns and cities that have handled the affairs of our poor 
there, economically and efficiently, and last but far from least, 
the W.P.A. The poor account has received our best attention ; 
the objective being first to give relief and relief work, and then 
under the best management for all concerned. The Town Farm 
was closed on Sept. 15, 1938, as it had only two inmates and the 
time seemed right for a trial of handling the poor without the 
Farm. This and some other changes resulted in economies with- 
out imparing the service. 


Our Fire Department: This Department supported by new 
water supplies, at North Windham, and Newhall, is very im- 
portant. Its annual expense is really insurance for us all, and 
by passing recent tests for power, organization, and efficiency, 
it has made certain areas in Class “E” eligible for Class “D”, 
at a considerable saving in insurance costs. Here we have done 
some things to improve the buildings and equipment. We have 
built one new water hole on the L. M. Millett Farm, and a new 
siren has been purchased, and installed, at South Windham. 
May we suggest that it is very probable, none of us are giving 
this Department, its chief, its officers, and its men the support 
and encouragement so well deserved. 
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Office: Here the accounting and routine business affairs are 
ably carried on by L. M. Gilman, Clerk, and Accountant. This 
plan keeps the office open each work day 8 A. M. to 5 P. M.; 
demands less time from the selectmen, and results in service, 
economy and efficiency. More and more business is being trans- 
acted at the Town House and less outside, which is as it 
should be. 


Finance: Through friends and friendly Banks, our interest 
charges for the year have been reduced about 25%, as compared 
with last year. We have outlined and arranged a plan, whereby 
our town may carry its debt at a very reasonable rate of inter- 
est, retire $4,625.00 per year, beginning with the year 1940-41, 
and emerge free from present debt in 1947-’48. 


The Bi-Centennial, our two hundredth anniversary as a town, 
was the high light of the year. This was successful in all ways 
and easily deserves its own special report and ample space in 
the permanent records of our town. Here we worked with the 
other townspeople and we are proud to have had the oppor- 
tunity. The credit for the success of this event is very largely 
due Frederick H. Aikins, General Chairman, and his able corp 
of men and women assistants. 


Now For The Future: Our “Cross” Roads. Some fair, 
definite and far sighted plan should be adopted to gradually 
lift these unimproved roads out of the mud. At slight sacrifice 
some of these could be discontinued, and others closed during 
the winter months. At present, these roads are a cross to main- 
tain, and at times, a cross to use. 


The Windham Realty Company has a prospective tenant for 
the Woolen Mill, and we hope to soon see the mill occupied and 
in production. Rumors regarding the future of our Pulp Mill 
are not pleasant. 


The extension of the original water service at North Wind- 
ham and Newhall is progressing rapidly. The realization on 
these water projects is due to the courage and foresight of our 
citizens, led by former town officers, and the indirect aid of our 
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Federal government. Windham has more and more to offer 
the prospective summer or permanent resident, and this fact 


should have proper publicity.

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REPORT OF YOUR FIRE DEPARTMENT, 1938-1939 


Herewith is submitted my second annual report as Fire Chief. 


During the fiscal year of 1938 the Department answered 81 
calls; for North Windham 38, and for South Windham 43. Of 
these, 9 were out of town calls. Five of these nine were for 
the inhalator. 


Chimney, grass, brush and wood fires predominated. Chim- 
ney fires have been quite a few less in 1938 than for the pre- 
vious year, and this could be further cut down, if the house 
owners would inspect and clean out the chimneys in the spring 
and fall and also take down the funnels and clean them out. 
Of course this would not entirely eliminate all calls for chim- 
ney fires but it would help a great deal. Grass and brush fires 
are largely caused by carelessness of people throwing down 
matches and cigarette butts before they have been extinguished. 


When putting in your call for the Fire Department, in case 
of fire or drowning, call the telephone operator at Windham 
Center; giving her the information and she would handle the 
call. 


During the year the town has added 6 hydrants in the New- 
hall section and 21 in the North Windham section, which with 
the 6 that were already installed at South Windham, make a 
total of 33 hydrants in town. 


The insurance grades of Newhall and North Windham have 
been changed from “E” to “D”, which is the same as South 
Windham. These changes were made in consideration of our 
improvements in water supply, fire fighting equipment and 
organization. These protective features must be kept up and 
probably even improved to hold these favorable ratings ; which 
reflect savings in property loss and insurance costs. 


During the year it became necessary to purchase 1200 feet of 
1%” hose, the cost of which came out of the regular appro- 
priation.

One large water hole was completed near the Lineous Millett 
farm. This location proved to be ideal, and even in a dry time 
there has been plenty of water. Water holes are being con- 
sidered for the following locations; River Road near Edwin 
Leighton farm, Albion Road near Freeman Jordan farm, Roose- 
velt Trail near the Nash farm and Roosevelt Trail near the 
Carl Brackett farm. These proposed water holes are needed 
and all present ones should be inspected and then cleaned out 
or enlarged as conditions may require. In our 1939 appro- 
priations, consideration should be given to these matters. 


A siren is being installed at the South Windham Station and 
as soon as the necessary materials can be obtained, wires are 
to be run to the telephone office at Windham Center, so it can 
be operated from that point. 


During the summer, uniforms were purchased for all men 
in the department. This was accomplished by raising money in 
various ways, and the boys allowed some of their pay to 
go towards uniforms, with the understanding that as they 
raise the money, they are to be reimbursed.

I have the honor to submit my thirteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. 


AE ACHIER S 


I refer you to the Windham School Statistics for changes 
in the list of teachers. 


CONVEYANCE 


We purchased two new Ford V8 Chassis and used our old 
bodies on them. We discontinued two conveyance routes in the 
Knight and Ireland neighborhoods and transported these chil- 
dren to school with our school buses so that now these buses 
earry all children to school that have to be conveyed at least 
part or the whole of the distance. Each bus makes about 125 
miles per day. 


JANITORS SERVICE 


Pay for janitors has been constant. George Freiday was ap- 
pointed janitor at the John A. Andrew School in place of the 
previous janitor. 


FUEL 


No change has been made from the method described in the 
previous year. Those who wish to sell wood to the schools are re- 
quested to contact the Superintendent of Schools. No notice for 
bids will be sent out and the School Committee will establish 
a fair price which they will pay for wood. 


SUPreitS SAND TEXTBOOKS 


We have made no changes in the amount of supplies or text- 
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books supplied this year. The policy of the School Committee 
has been to provide what seemed to be essential. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


There has been no particular change made this year in the 
High School. We are following the same general plan outlined 
in the previous year’s report. We are still offering the Com- 
mercial Course and the Agricultural Course is tied up with 
the New Gloucester High School.

At the High School we had to overhaul the west side of the 
new wing leading from the old building to the gymnasitm, 
tearing down, putting in new posts, the expense of which was 
approximately $500. 

At the John A. Andrew School we repaired the deck around 
the ventilator. At the Newhall School we installed a new heat- 
ing plant and took out the old one. At both the Newhall and 
John A. Andrew Schools we had to dig new ditches and put 
in new pipe to connect with the main pipe of the Portland 
Water District. We completely painted the Newhall School 
outside and made quite a few minor repairs at the same time. 

We painted the plaster and the ceiling at the Friends School. 
We also started grading the new road to the building. 

At the Ireland School, due to a small fire in the fall, it became 
necessary to paint the ceiling and the plaster on the inside of 
the building and repair the floor. 

The Knight School was painted on the outside. 

All other repairs were minor, except for refinishing the rent 
at the Hanson House which Mr. Dyer now occupies, which of 
course is paid for through receipts from tenants.

If 
the owner, or part owner, is unknown, or resides without the 
state, such notice shall be given by publication in the state paper, 
or in a paper published in the county, three weeks successively. 


Sec. 37. Town Officers may order nuisance abated. If no 
application is made to a justice of the supreme Judicial court 
or the superior court, as is hereafter provided, the municipal 
officers of such town, shall cause said nuisance to be abated, re- 
moved or altered in compliance with their order, and all expenses 
thereof shall be repaid to the town within thirty days after 
demand, or may be recovered of such person by an action for 
money paid. 


Sec. 38. Owner may apply to supreme judicial or superior 
court. Any owner aggrieved by such order, may apply to a 
justice of the supreme judicial or superior court, in term time 
or vacation, who shall forthwith, after notice and hearing, affirm, 
annul or alter such order.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Lo the Superintending School Committee and to the Citizens of 
the Town of Windham, GREETING: 


I have the honor to submit my fourteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. 


TEACHERS 


I refer you to the Windham School Statistics for changes in 
the list of teachers. 


CONVEYANCE 


The matter of conveyance seems to be a iboailfesome one. At 
the present time, as you know, we have two Ford Chassis two 
years old with our bus bodies which are several years older than 
this. These are beginning to show some expense over and above 
the usual expense, making it probably desirable of changing 
them. This would be an expense which could not be taken out 
of the usual school account but would need additional money 
appropriated for the same so a special article has been written 
for this purpose. 

In order to get the children to school that we have to get there 
and get them to school on time, it has been necessary to make 
certain rules in regard to the route that these busses travel and 
parents who have children residing off these particular routes 
have to have the children walk out to get the bus, is some 
instances a mile or so. The School Committee was requested last 
fall to arrange transportation so that practically all the children 
could be taken up and delivered at the doors, but it is impossible 
to do so with two busses and get the children to school for a 
reasonable school day. If these parents desire transportation to 
and from their door, the town will have to provide another bus, 
at least, and an article has been written for the purpose. There 
is no recommendation for either the Superintendent of Schools 
or School committee as we are desirous of furnishing you as 
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fine possibilities as possible under our control and to have better 
and more transportation it is necessary to have additional money 
and means. 


JANITOR SERVICE 


No change has been made in janitors or their pay. 


FUEL 


Those who wish to sell wood to the schools are requested to 
contact the Superintendent of Schools. No notice for bids will 
be sent out and the School committee will establish a fair price 
which they will pay for wood. 


SUPPLIES AND TEXTBOOKS 


We have made no changes in the amount of supplies or text- 
books supplied this year. The policy of the School Committee 
has been to provide what seemed to be essential. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Due to the resignation of Harry Bradford, a new Principal 
was elected and due to Miss Frances Ray’s leaving we were able 
to reorganize our program somewhat and introduce Physical 
Education, receiving some financial aid from the State toward 
expense of same. Other changes are more or less minor in regard 
to Windham High School. 

At last year’s graduation exercises of Windham High School, 
prizes were awarded as follows: Milton Prize, through the 
generosity of a former citizen, Fred H. Dole; Leadership Prizes, 
given by the Windham Kiwanis Club; Alumni Prize, given by 
the Alumni Association; and the John A. Andrew Prize, from 
the will of the late Abba Goold Woolson. We want to thank the 
donors of these prizes for their interest in the school and hope 
they will always continue to have contests in the school. 
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HEALTH WORK 


For health expenditures, I refer you to the Financial Report.

REPAIRS 


At the High School we installed a fire alarm system and two 
lines of hose leading direct from the water tank with a 1% inch 
pipe. This cost approximately $300. We had to pull up the pump 
cylinder and repack it and in order to do so we had to cut 
through the floor of the Home Economics room which had been 
built over since this machinery had been put in, taking the time 
of two men and materials, costing in the neighborhood of $100. 

We completely overhauled and finished the rent at the Hanson

House where Miss Thurlow now resides and report that we 
received from rent very close to $500., expending about $300. 
on. this building. 

At the North Windham school we had to overhaul the old 
wooden walks and build a new cement walk from the road to 
the building. | 

At the South Windham school we completely overhauled the 
heating plant at the expense of approximately $300. and painted 
the building on the outside. We also erected a new flag pole, and 
made other minor repairs, total cost approximately $200. A small 
-amount of grading was done at this school also. 

Our big job this year was at the Friends School where we 
completely overhauled the toilets, etc., and put in flush closets 
in place of the old closets, taking the water from the Town Farm 
which has been connected with the building for several years. 
It became necessary through the Town Farm being unoccupied 
to safeguard against freezing the pump and tank in that building, 
making this whole project cost in excess of $500. The old toilets 
were in bad shape and to overhaul them would cost at least $100. 
and now we have sanitary conditions at this school. 

At the Ireland School we did a small amount of grading and 
built a cement walk from the road to the porch so that it is 
possible to get into this building without getting your feet wet 
the way it has been most of the time in the past. 

Other repairs made were of a minor nature. 


SPEGIALVARTICEERS 


We have inserted a special article relative to the water system 
at the Friends School. At the present time, as I mentioned above, 
the water is obtained from the Town Farm system but the 
Selectmen have put in an article to see what action the Town will 
take, whether they will sell the Town Farm or do something else 
with it. In case it should be sold or leased, it would be necessary 
for us to get water from other sources. This article was simply 
put in to provide for water in case something was done to the 
Town Farm which would cut off our supply of water. 
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NEEDED REPAIRS, 1940 


Miscellaneous repairs throughout the schools of the town 
which take care of fixing the desks, ordinary varnishing, paint- 
ing, plumbing and things of the fixing class and like nature 
amount to approximately $400. a year. 

At the Arlington School we should paint the building and 
finish the concrete walks. Estimated expense, approximately 
$125. for the same. 

At the Ireland School the blackboards are of a fibre kind 
which are in a very bad condition and should be replaced with 
slate. Some more grading needs to be done and the foundation 
under the building where the woodshed comes under the build- 
ing needs to be overhauled and fixed up. Estimated expense for 
same, $200. 

The Knight School has never been painted inside. The plaster, 
ceiling, and walls are very dark and dirty and should be over- 
hauled and painted. Some other minor things go along with it. 
The estimated cost of these repairs is $75. 

At the Center School no conductor pipes have ever been put 
on this building which should be erected because the water never 
drains off on the eastern side of the building, making a big pond 
there and this water should be drained off. The eastern side of 
the building needs to be graded up with a ditch dug so that the 
water could be drained away from the building. The inside of 
the builing should be painted. The fibre blackboards should be 
replaced with slate. Some grading should be done on the western 
side of the building where the water has washed the soil away. 
The estimated expense for these repairs is $200. 

At the Friends School we should go over the paint in the room 
which we are using and furnish slate blackboards and do some 
basement painting. Estimated expense approximately $100. for 
this purpose. 

The Newhall School is in pretty good shape. There will be 
some minor repairs and definitely some grading done to the 
grounds. I have estimated $50. for this purpose. 

At the J. A. Andrew School considerable grading should 
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be done in the front yard. At least $100. should be spent for 
this purpose. 

At the High School the ceilings in the upper part are in very 
bad shape. A great deal of water has come through the roof for 
many years. Some of the plaster is being held now with straps, 
etc., and these ceilings should be completely overhauled or a 
new type of ceiling put on over them. They should be painted 
and the inside rooms of the old building need painting. It 
wouldn’t be possible to do all these things with $300. but at least 
we could get a start and I have estimated that $300. would be the 
expense here for this year. The fire alarm system, which was 
installed last year, should be extended to the telephone office so 
there would be somebody on duty night and day in case an alarm 
came in. This building should also be painted on the outside. The 
cost of these would amount to at least $200. more. 

We need quite a lot of new chairs and desks throughout the 
town. At the present time nearly every seat is occupied and for 
every new pupil we have to provide a new seat of some sort. 
There should be $250. spent for this purpose in order to bring 
out seating equipment up to the satisfactory condition. In fact, 
we will have to if we have pupils coming in to the schools as 
they are coming in now almost every day. 

This amounts to $2,000. which is the amount of money raised 
for repairs last year and is the amount recommended this year. 
It is doubtful if we can get all this work done under the estimate 
we have made. 


FIRE PROTECTION 


The Fire Chief reports as follows, which you will find in his 
report in this Town Report: A fire escape on the northwestern 
side of the High School, a telephone in the High School, some 
sort of fire escape in the J. A. Andrew and Arlington Schools in 
case the main entrance should be blocked and pupils have to 
jump out the windows which are some distance from the ground, 
and the installation of a fire drill bell at the Newhall School. 
These should be taken care of under repairs and will probably 
cost $300. or $400. It should be money well spent to have protec- 
tion in saving lives in case of fire. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


As last year and years previous, we recommended that the 
town do something toward the establishment of the six year 
High School in the Present High School building by having the 
7th and 8th grades with the 4 years of the High School. At the 
present time the 7th and 8th grade rooms are crowded. It is 
practically impossible to put another pupil in the room at J. A. 
Andrew. The same condition exists at the North Windham 
School and we are faced with the necessity of either transporting 
the pupils from North and South Windham to the Friends dis- 
trict and open the other room. Transporting pupils from the 
northern and southern ends of the town would increase the mile- 
age about 100 miles. 

The logical proposition would be to build at Windham High 
School and have a six year High School which is the type of 
school being run in neighboring towns and which is necessary if 
things continue to run as they are. 

Also connected with the High School, we should have some- 
thing done about a shop and manual training, a course for those 
boys who are not interested in regular academic work and who 
do not care to take the Agricultural course. 

According to the fire insurance records 5 schoolhouses burn 
down in the United States every day. We have seen this winter 
schoolhouses burn in neighboring towns with considerable finan- 
cial loss to these towns and I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that we have a High School building here worth somewhere 
around $75,000, which probably couldn’t be replaced for that 
figure, with approximately $20,000 insurance on the same, 
situated some 4 or 5 miles away from the nearest fire apparatus 
and unprotected in the winter time as far as water is concerned 
as the water hole is covered with about 12 inches of ice. Fire 
starting in this building in the night would probably cause a 
great loss to the town. We should consider this and do something 
about the sprinkler system which has been called to the attention 
of the town for the last two years. The sprinkler system would 
cost a large sum of money in the start but would reduce the 
insurance rate and in 20 years the reduction of insurance rate 
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would pay for the same and according to the insurance records 
no building, properly equipped with a sprinkler system, has been 
known to burn. The loss of this building would be a calamity 
to the town. 


GENERAL 


From time to time people make remarks about the school 
system. One of the remarks which we have heard this year, 
which I am going to write about slightly, is that our busses are 
running day and night everywhere. Of course the figures speak 
for themselves. To get’ the children to school, it is necessary to 
travel 250 miles per day, five days a week, for 36 weeks, which is 
a total of about 25,000 miles a year. In addition to this the busses 
are used for school events, socials, outings, games, etc., con- 
nected with the school. For this additional travel, every school 
organization or outside organization which hires the bus, pays 
definitely a certain sum of money. This might amount to approx- 
imately 5,000 miles per year and we take in for the purpose in 
cash something over the average cost per mile for the operation 
of the busses so there shouldn’t be any additional cost to the 
town. Sometimes it is necessary to send the busses out of town 
for certain services as they have to be kept in repair. The busses 
do not go out except on order from the proper authorities and 
when needed, and do not travel night and day everywhere. 

Another remark we heard about is the use of the High School 
evenings. I have heard said that lights are on in that building 
every night. Although quite often in the winter time we do rent 
the hall it is not lighted every night. Rentals are charged for 
every organization and these rentals are based upon the use 
of the building. For the auditorium we get so much, for the use 
of the Home Economics room so much, for a room in the old 
building we get so much. Every organization which has used the 
building this year has paid for the same and the money has been 
turned over to the Town Treasurer as a credit to the school 
account. . 

The principal users of the building are the Kiwanis Club, 
Grange, Teachers Association, Town basketball games, and 
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school clubs, all of which have paid rental fees as fixed by the 
School Committee for the use of the building. The building is 
used several times during the year by the town authorities for 
caucus, town meeting, tax sales, election, etc., and for these we 
have never charged. The expense has been taken care of out of 
the regular school account. In my mind the use of the building 
should be paid for by the town just as the other organizations 
as the heat and lights are charged up against the school account.

VOCATIONAL ACCOUNT 


The State subsidy has been reduced from 2/3 to 1/2. We 
have an unexpended balance of about $740. so that it will be 
necessary this year to raise for the Vocational Account only 
$1,025. Another year it will probably be necessary to raise more 
for this account. 
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REPAIRS 


The estimated cost of repairs needed is $2,000. Necessary 
appropriation, $2,000. 


HEALTH WORK 


For school health work during the year we recommend the 
same as last year which was $262. 


INSURANCE 


To renew the present policies for insurance on equipment, we 
recommend $43.12, and insurance on busses $118.24, and for 
schoolhouse renewals $984.82, which is a total of $1,146.18. 
Since there will be some difference in rates this year, we suggest 
that perhaps we can get by with $1,100.00 in this account.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1939 - 1940 
To the Citizens of Windham: 


As 1939 passes into history, we are writing a brief, summary 
of the activities of your town official during this rather unevent- 
ful year. a 

Financial: There have been no outstanding events or accom- 
plishments to report, but a study of the financial statement will 
show that the finances of the Town have had the constant atten- 
tion of your officers. The cash balance at the end of 1939 shows 
an increase of $3,833.42 over that of 1938, while the net town 
debt shows a reduction of $2,741.05. All bills, State and County 
taxes and all temporary loans have been paid, therefore the 
financial statement reflects the true condition of your town’s 
finances. We believe that an effort should be made to sub- 
stantially reduce the town debt in 1940, and ask your cooperation 
by your support of Article No. 9 at the annual meeting. 

Highways: The usual road repair and construction program 
was continued through 1939. The outstanding accomplishments 
are on the River, Windham Center, Nash, Falmouth, Chute, 
Varney’s Mill, Albion and Ward roads. Many other roads 
received attention through special appropriations and the State 
unimproved road maintenance fund. All of the improved town 
roads needing bituminous surface treatment were treated with 
the exception of the Ward road. This should be done this year. 

Bridges: The substantial overdraft in this account was caused 
by the unexpected but complete failure of three of our more 
important bridges, namely the Glantz, Brand and Sumner Var- 
ney bridges, making the installation of new stringers and plank 
imperative. Extensive repairs were also made on Lovet’s bridge 
on the River road. A report from the bridge engineer of the 
State Highway Commission who inspected the latter bridge 
during 1939 indicates that reconstruction should be started at 
an early date. It may be that 1940, when so far as we know no 
extraordinary expenditures are contemplated, would be the 
proper time to rebuild this bridge. 
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Taxation: The annual evaluation showed a reduction of 
$38,000.00, however, it was possible to reduce the tax rate 40c 
per $1,000.00. Tax collections improved somewhat. On F ebruary 
Ist, 1939, 4.48% of the total 1938 commitment was uncollected, 
while on February Ist, 1940, 4.37% of the 1939 commitment 
was uncollected. Collector Fred L. Jameson has made a steady 
and concerted effort to convert tax deeds held by the Town into 
cash, and has had a very gratifying success. This important work 
should be continued during the coming year. 

Office: The work of our clerk, L. M. Gilman, was continued 
during 1939, resulting in continued improvement in our office 
records and enabling our Treasurer to realize on valid tax deeds. 
Our town business has now grown to nearly $200,000.00 per 
year, and prompt and accurate handling of all accounts is essen- 
tial. Efficient work in the town office greatly reduces the cost of 
the annual audit by the State Auditor. 

Poor: The poor account shows considerable improvement 
over 1938. Old age assistance, proper placing of pauper settle- 
ments, cooperation on the part of other towns and the continued 
closing of the town farm were all contributing factors. However, 
as your officers have no control over this account beyond a cer- 
tain point, we feel that no reduction should be made in the 
appropriation for the poor in 1940. 

Mire Department: This important department has continued to 
serve the public faithfully during 1939. The Fire Chief’s report 
contains a detailed account of the activities of the Department 
together with recommendations for the future. The Fire Depart- 
ment is deserving of the whole hearted support of our citizens, 
without which it could not exist. 

General: In this town report a sincere effort has been made to 
present to our citizens a truthful picture of the year’s activities 
in such a manner as to be easily understandable. As a matter of 
cconomy only essentials have been included, but nothing essen- 
tial has been sacrificed. Your Selectmen wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank our citizens for their fine support during the year 
just closed.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1939 - 1940 


Herewith is submitted my third annual report as Fire Chief. 

During the fiscal year of 1939 the department answered 90 
calls—No. Windham 41, and So. Windham 49. Of these, 7 
were out of town calls as follows—3 chimney fires, 2 woods, 1 
drowning and 1 boat on fire. 

There has been one hydrant added in the Newhall section at 
R. N. Toms’ residence. This makes 21 in the No. Windham 
section and 13 in So. Windham and Newhall sections, a total 
of 34 hydrants in town. 

One large water hole, No. 25, has been completed near Ed 
Leighton’s on the River Road, and this will prove valuable as 
there are several houses in this section. 

Waterhole No. 4 has been rebuilt and made larger, and gives 
much needed protection to the High School and also to Wind- 
ham Center. 

Waterhole No. 6, by Elroy Morrell’s, has had some work done 
on it, but the ground is so very soft that it is impossible to dig’ 
the hole out without it caving in. The Selectmen and I have 
looked the ground over and think that a hole could be dug on 
the opposite side of the road which would prove much better. 

The alarm system on the So. Windham Station has been 
completed and wires run to Windham Center, so that the tele- 
_ phone operator can operate the So. Windham as well as the No. 
‘Windham siren. As this system services both Gorham and 
Windham, Gorham helped with the installation to the extent of 
$500.00 for their part, and we wish to thank them at this time 
for joining us on this project. 

The situation at No. Windham as regards insurance rates 1s 
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the same. They are temporarily in class “D”, and as I under- 
stand it, to stay in this class a 500 gallon pumper is necessary. 
The voters have voted down the article calling for a 500 gallon 
pumper twice. The same article is being put in the warrant again 
this year for further consideration. 

The small Chevrolet truck at the So. Windham station should 
be replaced by a new one, this to be used as a service truck to 
carry the portable pump, extra hose, shovels, brooms, Indian 
pumps, etc. It would be at all the fires and would be of great 
value to the Department, especially on the woods and camp 
roads. This truck could be driven where it would be impossible 
to drive a pumper, I would recommend that a larger and heavier 
truck than the present one be considered. 

If the Town should vote to purchase the new pumper for 
North Windham, I would recommend that the article calling 
for the service truck be dismissed, otherwise I think this article 
should be voted on favorably. 

At the present time the Department has— 


800 ft. 214 in. Single Jacket Hose, Purchased 1937 
2,250 ft. 2% in. Double Jacket Hose (treated), (ce 
1,200 ft. 114 in. Double Jacket Hose (treated), . 1938 


You can readily see that more 1% inch hose is needed. I am 
recommending that 1,000 feet of same be purchased. 

During the past year there has been installed in the High 
School an alarm system, also 2 reels each containing 100 feet of 
1% inch hose. This seems to be money well spent, only it should 
be improved each year to give added protection. 

As regards recommendations for the High School, I would 
recommend an additional fire escape on the northwest side of 
building, to take care of students and teachers upstairs in case 
of an emergency, also that a telephone be installed so that it 
would be handy in case of fire. 

In holding fire drills at John Andrew and Arlington schools, 
we discovered that if fire should happen to block the main exit — 
the only way to get out would be to jump from the windows. 
The windows are so high from the ground that this would be 
dangerous, and I would recommend that fire escapes be installed 
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to take care of this situation. I think the same applies to the 
Newhall school, but we did not have a fire drill there as there 
is no fire drill bell installed in this building.

sand dollars for the purpose of paying the current expenses of 
the Town in any and all of its municipal departments, and to

To the Superintending School Committee and to the Citizens 
of the Town of Windham, | GREETINGS: 


I have the honor to submit my fifteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. 


TEACHERS 


I refer you to the Windham School Statistics for changes 
in the list of teachers. 


CONVEYANCE 


The town. provided money to purchase a new school bus in 
addition to the two already owned. This was purchased in 
the spring of 1940; a new Chevrolet special school bus chassis 
and a Wayne body with a capacity of 48 pupils. The price was 
approximately $2,200 for the job complete. 

The other two bus bodies were put into good repair and 
painted. New Chevrolet chassis were purchased for each and 
the old Ford chassis traded in toward the purchase price. The 
money was taken out of the usual appropriation for conveyance. 

Now, we have three good busses in excellent condition. The 
garage was re-modeled to hold three busses. We also had to 
engage another driver. Since Robert MacDonald has been the | 
substitute driver for several years, he was engaged as per- 
manent driver. 

The conveyance routes were adjusted so that most pupils 
are able to get the busses in front of their homes. 

Although this new arrangement will cost more, it seems to 
meet the needs very well and probably is worth the additional 
cost. 

The following costs of conveyance throughout Maine were 
furnished by the State Dept. of Education. These figures were 
based on reports from only 304 municipalities.

JANITOR SERVICE 


The janitor service has been continued along the same lines. 
Adjustments in pay were made in the rural schools but these 
were very small. 


FUEL 


Due to the high cost of burning wood, we have planned to 
use wood only for the early fall and late spring weeks at the 
John A. Andrew, Newhall, Arlington, High, Center and 
Friends Schools. 

The Ireland and Knight Schools burn wood exclusively. It 
would probably be more economical to burn coal part of the 
time at these schools, if satisfactory janitor service could be 
secured nearby. 

We shail need about 20 cords of hard wood next year and 
and those interested in supplying same should consult with the 
Supt. of Schools or any member of the Committee. 

Coal has been purchased on verbal bids and hauled by local 
trucks. Those interested in hauling coal should consult school 
authorities. 

Fuel costs are increasing at the High School due to increased 
_ use of the gymnasium. 

Purchase of coal stokers would decrease our fuel costs and 
give more efficient heating service. 


SUPPLIES AND TEXTBOOKS 


Due to increased school costs this year, we have been unable 
to maintain the usual standard of books and supplies. A large 
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stock of paper on hand made it possible to buy less and this 
stock is now being used up, so more paper at the higher prices 
for the same will need to be purchased another year to maintain 
needs. 

We shall need to buy many new books in Social Sciences, 
arithmetics, and health another year as many of our books are 
in poor condition. 

Two dollars per pupil for books and the same amount for 
supplies will be needed besides the money necessary for the 
payment of electric light and water bills. 

So many bills are paid under the heading of supplies that 
our figure looks large when in reality, we expend no more than 
other towns. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


At the High School, no changes have been made except in 
the improvement of our physical education program. As you 
will notice under the teacher list, we have a new Music teacher 
in combination with the towns of Gray and New Gloucester. 

The usual prizes were awarded at graduation and also, in 
addition, two medals were awarded by the Charles W. W. 
Field Post No. 148, American Legion.

REPAIRS 


Under the financial report you will find amounts paid for 
repairs listed by schools. Larger repairs made were as follows: 

High School: Repair of the tar and gravel roof over the 
gymnasium which was leaking quite badly. Refinishing of the 
desk tops. Some special painting in the rooms in the old part 
on the second floor. 

Making room in the garage for three busses. Outside paint- 
ing on the front end, where the old paint had to be burned off 
and new surface uncovered. 

New roofing over the porch. Several new gutters aie con- 
ductor pipes. An attempt was made to turn the water away 
from the building so we wouldn’t have six inches of water in 
the basement after a heavy rain storm. 

An attempt was made to repair the roof of the old building 
where it leaks badly after heavy storms. 

Quite a lot of work had to be done on the steam plant and 
several new grates purchased for both boilers. A new radiator 
was installed in the Home Economics room. 

John A. Andrew School: A new lead and entrance wiring 
was required by the Electric Light Company. This required 
the setting of a new pole and quite a lot of time and material. 
Some gravel was hauled for the driveway. Also a thermostat 
was installed to control the drafts on the boiler. A special 
chair was repaired and put in good condition for the Dyer boy 
in the Intermediate Room. The swings furnished by the Par- 
ent-T’eachers Assoc. several years ago were thoroughly repaired 
and put in shape for safe use. 
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Newhall School: Considerable repairs were necessary on 
the plumbing and the fire room walls were changed. 

Arlington School: The entire heating system was checked, 
boiler cleaned and blowed, valves adjusted and small details 
looked after to get the plant to work efficiently. Some painting 
was done. A new table was built for the grammar room and 
considerable glass had to be set. Several minor repairs were 
made to the toilets. 

Friends School: We installed a thermostat to adjust the 
grates on the stove and we were able to keep the building 
warmer under this new arrangement. 

Miscellaneous Repairs: This includes the purchase of 
several desk chairs, ordinary chairs, and kindergarten chairs. 
It also includes varnishing, floor treatment using either varnol 
or oil, etc., touching up painting, glass repair, and heating plant 
repairs. 


NEEDED REPAIRS, 1941 


Miscellaneous repairs each year include desk and chair re- 
pairs, varnishing, floor treatment using either varnol or oil, etc., 
touching up painting, glass repair, grates and heating plant 
repairs, which amount to about $400 per year. 

At the Arlington School we should put one coat of paint on 
the outside, and repair the concrete walks. The playground 
should be improved by removing the stumps and bushes and 
levelling the grounds. The Fire Room should be painted, the 
concrete floors in the basement repaired and some toilet repairs 
will have to be made. Estimated cost approximately $200. 

At the John A. Andrew School the water meter will have to 
be changed. Electric lights should be installed in the basement 
and the toilet rooms should be painted. Estimated cost, ap- 
proximately $125. 

At the Friends School we should complete the installation 
of slate blackboards, and paint the interior of the room. Esti- 
mated cost, approximately $50. 

At the Center School the plaster and ceiling, which has never 
been painted since the building was built, must be painted. 
Estimated cost, approxitnately $50. 
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At the Ireland School we should install new slate blackboards, 
paint the interior and repair the toilets. Estimated cost, ap- 
proximately $75. 

At the High School the interior of the building should be 
painted and the outside part of the old building, both front and 
back, must have the paint burned off and be repainted. Esti- 
mated cost, approximately $300. We will need new furniture, 
desks and chairs, due to the increase in enrollment and repair 
the old ones. It will amount to approximately $300. 

A new well must be drilled at the Friends School to replace 
the present supply of water as the Department of Health and 
Welfare has condemned the water as being unfit to drink. We 
estimate the cost to be from $500 to $1,000. 

The fire alarm system should be extended so that the buzzer 
would be installed at the telephone office at Windham Center. 
The estimated cost would be about $200. 

We recommend the installation of stokers in all the larger 
schools as mentioned before and suggest that you include in 
the repair budget this year $400 to install one stoker at the High 
School for a starter and plan to install one stoker each year at 
‘one of the larger schools. 

Under the National Defense Program, shop equipment will 
be available without cost and if the Town will provide materiais 
for erecting a shop, the labor could be provided by the class 
members taking the courses, provided such courses are started 
in this Town as we hope they will be. Approximately $1,000 
will be needed for materials for such a shop. 

Total cost necessary repairs $1,500. Other repairs estimated 
above. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Six year High School with 7th and 8th grades. The 
building of two additional rooms. 

2. Shop work. 

3. Fuel-saving Stokers. 

4. Well at Friends School as the present water supply has 
been condemned. 
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5. Increase Fire Insurance on High School $300 per year 
to make a total of $50,000. 

6. The employment of a school physician and medical 
examinations of school pupils. Estimated cost $500. 

7. Serious study be made of the question: whether we 
should increase teachers salaries or else let our good teachers 
continue to resign to go to other towns at higher pay. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS 


Under the Supervision of W. P. A. we have started hot lunch 
projects at the High and Arlington Schools and hope to start 
shortly at J. A. A. using surplus foods and contributions from 
parents for financing the same. 

The P. T. Associations have been very cooperative in obtain- 
ing equipment and helping in every way to get these projects 
started and maintaining the same. 

P. T. Associations also are raising money so that dental 
clinic work can be accomplished in our larger elementary 
schools. 

Under the National Defense Program money is available 
from the Federal Government to start and maintain schools 
for Shop Work of various types. We hope to have one or 
more of these schools operative in the near future.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING - 1940 
WINDHAM 


Public health nursing is concerned with securing and main- 
taining better health for all members of the community. 
Recognizing that whatever is done to assure physical and 
mental health during maternity, infancy, childhood and youth 
will affect the health of the adult population, we have, as in 
the past, placed most emphasis on the work with the pregnant 
mother, the infant and preschool child. 

During the year seven visits were made, at the request of 
the attending physician, to prenatal patients to help them carry 
out his instructions, or if not yet under a physician’s care to 
urge them to secure medical advice as early in pregnancy as 
possible. In many cases the mother was helped to make plans 
for her confinement. 

Twenty-three visits were made to young infants to urge 
the mother to keep the baby under medical supervision, to have 
him vaccinated against smallpox and immunized against diph- 
theria. When necessary the nurse assisted the mother in plan- 
ning a daily regime for the baby. Special emphasis was placed 
on the prevention of communicable diseases which take such 
a heavy toll in childhood. 

Forty-one visits were made to children of preschool age, at 
which time the nurse discussed with the mother the problem of 
diet, sleep and especially the prevention of communicable 
diseases which at this particular age in the child’s life may have 
most serious consequences. 

A well-child conference was held at South Windham, fifteen 
children attending. Through the cooperation of the Kiwanis 
Club toxoid was offered.

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Selectmen’s Report 
1940 - 1941 
To the Citizens of Windham: 


We take pleasure in handing you this report for the fiscal 
year ending February Ist, 1941. 

Financial: Net town debt at the close of this. year 1s 
$13,969.04, which compared with $17,364.93 at the end of 1939 
shows a reduction of $3,395.89. Outstanding notes, which rep- 
resent the entire indebtedness of the Town were reduced from 
$41,000.00 to $35,375.00. The treasury shows a cash balance 
of $9,019.75 which is $2,393.81 under the balance of $11,413.56 
on February Ist, 1940. This is due to the fact that $3,660.02 
was voted out of the treasury at our last town meeting, 
$2,660.02 to apply on the construction of the River Road and 
$1,000.00 to apply on town debt. We believe the town debt 
can and should be further reduced this year and ask your 
support of Article No 9. 

Highways: In 1940, in addition to the usual repair work 
and small road specials, 7,050 feet of road was completed on 
the River Road, completing that road from the Westbrook 
town line to State Highway No. 302 at North Windham, with 
the exception of the approaches to Lovet’s Bridge which cannot 
be built until the new bridge is completed. W.P.A. gave us a 
lot of assistance on this job, and treated the road after com- 
pletion. 

1,600 feet were completed and surface treated on the Wind- 
ham Center road, completing this road from State Highway 
No. 302 to the Gray and Gorham road at Windham Center. 

That section of the Newhall road extending from the Gray 
and Gorham road to the River road at Newhall, a distance of 
2,400 feet was completely re-built and surface treated, and 1,000 
feet was built on the Falmouth Road. The last two roads were 
built as W.P.A. projects, and much credit is due to that 
organization for the fine cooperation and aid extended the 
Town. 

Taxation: The total commitment for 1940 was $103,064.91, 
an increase of $5,856.95 over the 1939 commitment. This 
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made it necessary to increase the tax rate $2.00 per $1,000 of 
valuation, or $45.60 for 1940 as compared with $43.60 for 1939. 

At the close of 1940, Collector Fred L. Jameson had collected 
96.1% of the 1940 commitment, and had also collected $5,793.64 
on tax liens, tax deeds and delinquent taxes. A number of pieces 
of real estate taken for unpaid taxes have been sold, and will 
become taxable again in 1941. 

Poor: The poor account for 1940 is substantially the same 
as for 1939. With many new jobs opening up on the National 
defense program, we hope this expenditure can be reduced 
in 1941, 

Fire Department: The Fire Department has had a number 
of serious fires to combat and it has done a fine job in each 
instance. For detail of the activity of this Department and 
recommendations for 1941, we refer you to the report of Chief 
Charles E. Thayer, which appears on another page in this book. 

Snow Removal: When repairs were started on the tractors 
last fall to put them in shape for the winter’s work of snow 
removal, it was discovered that a considerable amount of 
money (approximately $1,000.00) would have to be expended 
on the south section tractor in order to use it at all. 

Inasmuch as this unit is fourteen years old, this expenditure 
was deemed inadvisable by your Selectmen. Accordingly a new 
five ton tractor equipped with a full hydraulic plow was leased 
for the snow season at a cost of $2,000.00, this amount to 
apply on the purchase price if the Town decides to purchase 
this equipment. The allowance of $900.00 on the old tractor 
and plow leaves $2,650.00 to be raised at the annual meeting 
if it is decided to purchase. 

General: Your Selectmen wish to take this opportunity to 
thank our citizens for the fine cooperation and support during 
the year just closed.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1940 - 1941 


- Herewith is submitted my fourth annual report as Fire Chief. 

During the fiscal year of 1940 the department answered 107 
calls; North Windham 55 and South Windham 52, of these 3 
were out of town calls.

One large water hole #426 by Gilbert Roberts on the River 
road was completed. #15 at junction of Swett and Pope Road 
was improved and a large one was started by H. H. Boody’s 
farm on the River road. 

Also #3 by Perley Guptill’s was improved greatly by being 
blasted deeper and made much larger in capacity. This hole was 
also made more readily available by the construction of a chute 
for the suction pipes. 

Water holes haye proven their great value during the past 
year. We have had four large fires and have pumped to all of 
them from water holes. In all four instances the fires had gained 
such headway that we could not save the buildings, but could 
save surrounding buildings. If it had not been for these water 
holes the losses would have been much greater. 

By vote of the citizens at the last town meeting the light 
truck which had passed its useful days was traded for a new 
1%4 ton G.M.C. chassis, on which has been mounted a 150 gallon 
booster tank and 150 feet of booster line hose, a 100 gallon 
pump, and the body was constructed to carry 1,000 feet of 1% 
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inch hose, shovels, brooms and other articles for fighting woods 
and grass fires. Also carried on this piece is the 100 gallon 
portable forest pump. This will no doubt prove to be one of 
the most valuable pieces in the Department. It will prove very 
valuable in fighting farm and cottage fires where no large 
amount of water is available, and is so constructed that it can be 
more readily used on camp roads than the larger pieces. This 
will save much wear on the larger pumps. The addition of this 
piece with the booster tank will make it possible to rotate the 
pieces and keep water on a fire continuously where it is neces- 
sary to haul water when none is available at the scene of the fire. 

Several recommendations were made to the School Depart- 
ment last year regarding fire protection in the schools, but to 
date the School Board has not seen fit to adopt any of the same. 
The necessity of these recommendations still exists and they 
should be carried out. 

In my opinion the N. Windham Department is badly in need 
of a new 500 gallon pumper. N. Windham is now in Class D on 
insurance rates, but unless the Department is improved by the 
purchase of a new pumper, they may drop back to Class EK, and 
once that is done it will be very hard to get back to the present 
classification. The Class D rates were given on the assumption 
that a new 500 gallon pumper was to be purchased, and unless 
this is done the rates may revert to Class E at any time.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Windham, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at High 
School Hall in said Town of Windham the third (3rd) day of 
March, A. D., 1941 at eight-thirty (8.30) o’clock in the fore- — 
noon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to elect one or more 
road commissioners. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to appoint one or more road commissioners. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to elect four members 
of the Budget Committee to serve for a term of three years. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the ballot as 
prepared by the Republican and Democratic Town Committees 
as the official ballot of the Town and pay the cost of printing 
same. 


Art. 6. To elect all necessary Town Officers, polls to open 
at nine-thirty (9.30) o’clock A. M. and close at one-thirty 
(1.30) o’clock P. M. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to borrow from time 
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to time during this municipal year pursuant to Chapter Five, 
Section Eighty-three of the revised statutes of Maine, and of 
all acts additional thereto and amendatory thereof, a sum or 
sums of money not exceeding in the aggregate sixty-five 
thousand dollars for the purpose of paying the current expenses 
of the Town in any and all of its municipal departments, and 
to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue and negotiate 
the note or notes of the Town for the sums borrowed with 
renewals thereof if not paid when due, but all of said notes 
to be payable on or before February 15th, 1942, with rate of 
interest to be agreed upon by the Selectmen and the lender or 
lenders of the money, and all of said notes to be paid out of 
taxes to be assessed and collected during this municipal year, 
said notes to be signed by said Town by the Selectmen and the 
Treasurer and attested by the Town Clerk. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to issue and negotiate 
its note or notes pursuant to Chapter Five, Section Eighty-three 
of the Revised Statutes of Maine, and of all acts additional 
thereto and amendatory thereof for the purpose of refunding 
or paying in whole or in part any indebtedness thereof, which 
has or may hereafter become due, including money borrowed 
in anticipation of taxes, whether overdue or not yet due, and 
to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue the note or 
notes of the Town for the sums borrowed with renewals thereof 
if not paid when due, with the time of maturity of said note 
or notes and the rate of interest thereon to be agreed upon by 
the Selectmen and the lender or lenders of the money, said note 
or notes to be signed by said Town by the Selectmen and the 
Treasurer and attested by the Town Clerk. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of four thousand six hundred twenty-five dollars 
($4,625.00) to pay serial note due and payable November 
15th, 1941, 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise to pay interest on loans. 
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Art. 11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
grant and raise for repair and upkeep of roads. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) more or less to 
pay snow bills. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
grant and raise for the repair of bridges and culverts. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for State and 
State Aid Road Maintenance, including snow removal on the 
State Highway in accordance with the provisions of Section 
Nine, Chapter twenty-eight, Revised Statutes of 1930 as 
amended by Section Nine, Chapter 149, Public Laws of 1935. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of one thousand two hundred and forty three dollars 
($1,243.00) for the maintenance of Third Class Roads in 
accordance with the provisions of Sections 44 and 46, Chapter 
28, Revised Statutes of Maine as amended by Sections 4 and 5 
of Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise the 
sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) more or less for main- 
tenance of roads on which special resolve funds have been 
expended in accordance with the provisions of Sections 48 and 
51, Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of Maine, and of sections 
6 and 7, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
grant and raise for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, 
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Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 
3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) more or less for 
cutting bushes on all State roads in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 44 and 46, Chapter 173, Public Laws 
Or rlD3 5. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise for applying bituminous surface treatment 
to the improved sections of town roads. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise

the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow three-fourths of the 
cost of said truck and to issue and negotiate the notes of the 
Town for the sum so borrowed, one of sdid notes to be due 
and payable on February Ist, 1943, one of said notes to be due 
and payable on February 1st, 1944, and one of said notes to 
be due and payable on February 1st, 1945. 


Art. 49. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 


grant and raise for the care of cemeteries. 


Art. 50. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase one new R-4 five ton Caterpillar tractor 
equipped with new LaPlant-Choate V-41 hydraulic snow plow 
for the price of $5,550.00 (five thousand five hundred fiity 
dollars), payment for the same to be arranged as follows: the 
old tractor and plow to be traded in for an allowance of $900.00 
rental price of $2,000.00 already paid to be applied on purchase 
price, and the sum of $2,650.00 to be raised and assessed in 1941. 


Art. 51. To see if the Town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of one hundred forty-six dollars and forty cents 
($146.40) to pay interest on local school funds. 


Art. 52. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
grant and raise for insurance for purposes of the School 
Department.

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Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


Lo the Superintending School Committee and to the Citizens of 
the Town of Windham, GREETINGS: 


I have the honor to submit my sixteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. 


TEACHERS 


A definite shortage of teachers has been apparent since June. 
It has been increasingly hard to hire satisfactory and promising 
teachers to fill the positions of those who have resigned. How- 
ever, we think we have been very fortunate in holding a great 
many of our experienced teachers because they were allowed 
approximately 10% increase in salaries for teachers who re- 
mained in our employment last June. 

Some of our teachers who were hired for the rural schools 
resigned in the late summer and it was practically impossible 
to find promising candidates to fill these positions. Hence, the 
Committee closed two of the rural schools and hired teachers 
for the J. A. Andrew and Newhall Schools who have fewer 
grades and we transported the pupils to these schools. 

The list of teachers and salaries paid will be found under 
Statistics. 


CONVEYANCE 


Our three school busses now operate a total of 270 miles per 
day and carry about 350 pupils to school each day. The policy 
of the town as expressed at town meeting has been to, as far as 
possible, transport children to and from their homes. However, 
we have a few children that we find it necessary to compel to 
walk a short distance to meet the bus, mostly those children 
whose parents live in summer camps during the winter. 
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JANITOR SERVICE 


There has been no change in janitor service or pay made 
to the janitors, although extra service was required at the J. A. 
Andrew School and Newhall School due to the other rooms 
opened in these buildings. 


FUEL 


Coal this year has been purchased from the A. R. Wright 
Co. of Portland on bids. Wood was purchased where we could 
find it as we had no bids on the same. At the present time we 
are burning no wood except at the two rural schools, namely 
Treland and Center and burn mostly coal at the Center School. 


SUPPLIES AND TEXTBOOKS 


There has been no change in the providing of supplies and 
textbooks. Nearly everything that we purchased this year has 
increased in price. We have asked teachers and pupils to be 
particularly saving of paper. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The programs have been continued in Physical Education, 
Vocational Education and musical instruction the same as last 
year. The same prizes were awarded at graduation as last year. 


Health 


Through money appropriated by the Windham Teachers’ 
Association and money from the health account, the clinic work 
was done for the detection of tuberculosis and x-rays taken of 
the children who showed positive reports. Also some clinic work 
was done in connection with making pupils immuned from 
diphtheria. Dr. Branson very kindly donated his services and 
we had the help of Miss McNeil, of the State Department of 
Health, and Miss Dougherty, the Cumberland County Health 
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Nurse. This was offered free to all children who obtained a 
signed permission from his parents. This spring we shall prob- 
ably make arrangements for the re-x-ray of the positive cases 
in tuberculosis. We want to continue the dental clinic work, 
which is very valuable, through the help of the Parent-Teacher 
Associations. Considerable money is being raised through card 
parties on the effort of these local organizations for this purpose.

REPAIRS 


The larger repairs were made as follows: 

At the High School the tar and gravel roof was repaired. A 
considerable expense was incurred in repairing the pump. Dur- 
ing the summer a great many people around the Center obtained 
water from this building and the other school buildings and 
the Town House uses water from this well. The pump wasn’t 
in the best of shape and little had been done on it since 1924. 
Quite a lot of money had to be expended in repairing this pump. 
A stoker was installed which cost about $500. Two thermo- 
static controlled valves on the main line and some other steam 
work was done which cost approximately $200. New furni- 
ture had to be purchased and new shades were obtained in some 
of the rooms. A little minor painting was done on the inside. 

At the J. A. Andrew School a new room was fixed up in the 
basement for the hot lunch project. New shades were purchased 
for two rooms and some other work had to be done in order to 
open the fourth room. Quite a lot of minor painting was done 
on the inside. The flag pole was given two more coats of paint. 

At the Newhall School a new room was fixed up for the hot 
lunch project. Some partitions were erected in the girls’ 
basement to make a storage room and to give better privacy 
to the toilets. The coal bin was enlarged so it would hold a 
year’s supply of fuel. Protection screens were made for most of 
the basement outside windows. The third room was fixed up 
by installing blackbaerds: new shades and new desks and other 
furniture. ; * 

At the Arlington School the largest expense was material 
and labor getting the lunch room ready the previous year, 
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connected with the electric stove, steam heating plant and 
radiators in the girls’ basement. It was necessary to build a 
new road due to the grading around the Community Building. 
This road cost approximately $200. The other repairs were 
miscellaneous. 

The drilling of the well and the ditching in connection with 
the Friends School, and protection of the same against freezing 
amounted to about $900. This well is 162 feet deep and was 
contracted at $5 a week. It produced approximately 5 gallons 
of water a minute during the entire test period and we con- 
sidered this to be ample water to take care of the needs of the 
school. Although no pump has been purchased to carry it, it 
will be ready for use at any time such pump is purchased and 
installed. 

All the other repairs made were of a minor natuge and were 
the usual wear and tear of the buildings such as setting glass, 
repairing locks, furniture, etc. 


NEEDED REPAIRS, 1942 


You will notice that no school buildings were painted this 
year and only a few schools had minor painting inside. This 
was due to the high cost of labor and material. It was hard work 
to find men who wanted to do it at the price we could pay as 
we had little money in the repair account to take care of the 
same, so painting was left until 1942. 

Considerable painting should be done at the High School. The 
Arlington School should have been painted before this as it has 
been 5 years since it was painted. It is very desirable after 
looking at the outside of the building to recommend the paint-. 
ing of it. 

A new pump should be installed and plumbing changed over ; 
with furnace repairs at the Friends School. | 

Considerable new furniture is needed to take care of new 
pupils and we shall have to repair the’old desks and seats. We 
estimate we shall need 15 new seats, 10 new desks, and 15 new 
chair desks and parts. 
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New shades are needed as follows: 2 sets for Friends, 1 set at 
Newhall, and 1 set at High School. 

The estimated cost of these repairs as listed above at the 
present time together with our miscellaneous and routine re- 
pairs is $1,500. 

It is recommended by the School Committee that money be 
appropriated for installing a stoker at the Arlington School 
for which we have an actual bid at the present time of $363.53. 
It is very likely that this figure will be higher in March or April. 

The Committee also recommend the moving of the Windham 
Hill Schoolhouse to a point near the present Center School and 
building a concrete basement for the same, to go into operation 
as a shop on the basis of starting an Industrial Arts Course in 
the High School. We have no estimate for moving the same 
but a few years ago when we contemplated moving this building 
to Windham Center it was approximately $500-$700 and al- 
though prices are higher now, it is likely to be about the same. 
This building must be shingled and painted this year if it is to 
be held in the School Department’s hands whether we move it 
or not, or let the building go to pieces. Some plaster is down 
inside and water is coming through in two or three places. At 
the present time there is some shop equipment in the building 
which came from the State which is valued at $1,000. It seems 
advisable to use this building and use this equipment which 1s 
now lying idle except for the use the agricultural class makes 
of it. 

This will make the total estimated cost of repairs between 
$2,500 and $3,000 according to how much work is done. An 
article has been inserted in the town warrant for the considera- 
tion of the voters. 


GENERAL 


We installed a new stoker in Windham High School by vote 
of the town and the same has been in operation since the first 
of May. It has been very satisfactory and the temperature of 
the main building of the High School has been maintained at a 
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very favorable figure, neither too hot or too cold. We notice in 
the analysis of the books, as near as we can tell, there has been 
a reduction in fuel cost. Of course, it is hard to estimate over 
a short period of time, the amount used as the policy has been 
to keep the bin filled at all times due to the possible shortage 
of coal which might happen at any time and due to the fact that 
prices are likely to increase without warning. It is also hard to 
estimate the amount of coal we have in the coal bin but it would 
indicate a saving in the cost of coal probably over 10% as against 
previous years. This may be partly due to the difference in 
temperature or for other reasons. We have had no difficulty in 
maintaining temperature control of the building with one fur- 
nace and during the coldest part of the winter, we operated two 
boilers. So reports on this stoker seem to be favorable from all 
angles. 

The Committee recommend putting in a stoker at the Arling- 
ton School and eventually have the boilers in all the schools 
operated by stokers. At the present time stoker coal is purchased 
at $7.49 per ton which is approximately 50¢ a ton less than the 
ordinary run-of-the-mine soft coal. . 

Elsewhere in this report we mentioned the new well at the 
Friends School which was drilled as voted by the town. The 
water of the same is already to be used as soon as it becomes 
necessary to operate the Friends School. We would recom- 
mend next year that both rooms of the Friends School be oper- 
ated and that one or both of the rural schools now operated be 
closed and adjustments made in our conveyance so there will 
be some relief made in our routes at the J. A. Andrew and New- 
hall schools. Because of the National Defense program in 
Portland and vicinity, we have more children living in town and 
more children attending our schools than normal. We have had 
to furnish and repair furniture to take care of the children and 
most rooms are seating more children than is considered good 
operation of the schools. It is hardly possible to recommend to 
the people of the town, operation of the rural schools with 15 
or 20 pupils with six or more grades or to operate the graded 
schools with two or three grades of 35 or 40 pupils in the 
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room, when it is possible with the same number of teachers as 
we have on the payroll now, to operate the Friends School with 
two rooms and six grades only, with the use of our convey- 
ances under a different schedule which would give you a better 
balanced school system and no larger cost than we have at the 
present time. 

Another thing the Committee has had to consider this year 
is the increasingly hard work to find satisfactory teachers and 
the different appeals from the teachers from time to time for 
more money. At the present time the Committee has a petition 
signed by the elementary school employees including teachers 
and a verbal petition from the high school teachers. Most of the 
teachers received a 10% increase last year but the cost of living 
has gone above that. Unless a reasonable increase in salaries is 
eranted and appropriated by the town, it is possible and prob- 
able that we will lose most of our teaching staff. It isn’t human 
nature for anybody to stay and work for these low salaries when 
they can get considerably larger salaries elsewhere. Teachers 
expect and have asked for an increase of $5.00 a week or more. 

We recommended under the repair program the moving of 
the Windham Hill Schoolhouse as nucleus for a shop and we 
hope the town will make this start in the industrial arts work. 
We do not feel like recommending the hiring of an industrial 
arts teacher this year because certain things connected with it 
would make the expense so large that we wouldn’t recommend 
appropriation for the same. It has probably been noticed by 
voters that the draft has taken school teachers as well as others 
and unless our teachers have definite deferment because of 
dependents or physical disabilities, they will be drafted. It may 
be impossible to hire new male teachers another year. At the 
present time throughout the State of Maine and New England 
States, industrial arts courses have had to be closed because 
they can’t find teachers qualified to teach the same. The agri-_ 
culture teacher can use this shop more and more if the building 
is nearby. 

We seriously recommend to the town the hiring of a school 
physician and an appropriation for his work. Every school child 
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should have a physical examination each year with something 
done about making needed correction. At the present time about 
$100 is paid for services of the Cumberland County Public 
Health Association. Their nurse examines the children and 
she takes some cases to the clinic in regard to eyes, tonsils, etc. 
Most of this money for corrections is furnished by the Teachers 
Association and the local Kiwanis Club. The Parent-Teacher 
. Associations in all the schools last year raised money and con- 
siderable dental clinic work was done. This is to be continued 
but the physical examination by the school physician is neces- 
sary. A great many things can be found out and correction 
made in young life. In the examination of the selective draftees, 
they have found a great many young men rejected because of 
physical disabilities which could have been corrected in young 
life had they found out then. We hope the town will appropriate 
a sum of money for this purpose. 

The lunch projects of the W.P.A. using surplus foods at the 
High School, Arlington, J. A. Andrew and Newhall Schools 
are still functioning. The two rural schools in the town get 
some surplus foods which they use without aid from the W.P.A. 
We understand this lunch project program, which in this town 
is financed by 5¢ contributions from all parents having children 
eating at the same who can afford to pay, is to be continued 
indefinitely and we are informed from Augusta that the work 
will probably be considerably extended another year. This is 
very valuable and since we have so many children transported 
to school that would have to use cold lunches, it is very important 
to continue the same. Now that the initial expense of getting 
the lunch rooms, stove, equipment, etc., has been largely financed 
by the local associations with the help from the schools, there 
is no reason why we couldn’t run as good a lunch project as 
anywhere in the State.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING — 1941 
WINDHAM 


Public health nursing is concerned with securing and main- 
taining better health for all members of the.community. Recog- 
nizing that whatever is done to assure physical and mental health 
during maternity, infancy, childhood and youth will affect the 
health of adult population. 


During the year visits were made to prenatal patients to help 
them carry out their physician’s instructions, or if not yet under 
a physician’s care to urge them to secure medical advice as early 
in pregnancy as possible. In many cases the mother was helped 
to make plans for her confinement. 


Visits were made to young infants to urge the mother to keep 
the baby under medical supervision, to have him vaccinated 
against smallpox and immunized against diphtheria. When 
necessary the nurse assisted the mother in planning a daily 
regime for the baby. Special emphasis was placed on the pre- 
vention of communicable diseases which take such a heavy toll 
in childhood. 


Visits were made to preschool children to assist the mother 
in planning a daily schedule for the child. 


A Child Health Conference was held at South Windham with 
a local physician and dentist in attendance. 


The formation of a local health committee would aid the 
nurse in her work and interpreting her services to the com- 
munity.

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Selectmen’s Report 
1941 — 1942 
To the Citizens of Windham: 


We are pleased to submit our annual report for the year just 
ended. 

Financial: On February 1st, 1938, outstanding notes totaled 
$43,666.67. On February Ist, 1942, these had been reduced to 
$30,750.00, which represents the entire indebtedness of the 
Town as of that date, with the exception of the ministerial and 
school fund amounting to $2,440.00 which was used by the 
town many years ago, and on which interest is annually raised 
and paid to the schools. This year we are fortunate in having 
a rather large net unexpended balance in our accounts amount- 
ing to $7,822.49, due largely to reductions in costs of poor 
relief and snow and ice removal. Our bank has kindly agreed 
to permit us to pay notes for $4,625.00 and $3,000.00 due No- 
vember 15th, 1947 and November 15th, 1948, respectively, 
without penalty, if the voters so desire. These two notes can 
be paid out of the 1941 unexpended balance, and an affirmative 
vote on articles 6 and 7 will reduce our outstanding notes to 
$18,500.00 in 1942. Due to present unsettled world conditions, 
and to the fact that we may very well be going through a serious 
depression by 1947-48, we believe it is good business to reduce 
our debt as much as possible while funds are available. 

Highways: During 1941 the following sections of roads were 
constructed: Land of Nod Road 900 ft.; Smith Road 2,600 ft.; 
Park Road 1,000 ft.; Albion Road 1,300 ft.; Varney Mill Road 
1,300 ft.; Nash Road 500 ft.; Highland Cliff Road 200 ft. 
built and 1,000 ft, resurfaced ; Chute Road 600 ft.; Ward Road 
850 ft.; Falmouth Road (State Aid No. 7) 1,350 ft.; Wind- 
ham Center Road (Third Class No. 3) 2,250 ft. New con- 
struction on the Albion, Varney Mill, Nash, Chute, Ward, Fal- 
mouth and Windham Center Roads was also bituminous surface 
treated. We recommend that more money be made available 
for tar in 1942 as several sections of road which should have 
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been re-treated had to be skipped for lack of funds. 

Taxation: Collections this year have been exceptionally good. 
At the close of the year only $2,591.83 of the total commitment 
of $103,023.39 remained uncollected, or a collection of 97.4%. 
Delinquent personal property and poll taxes for the years 1939 
and 1940 have been entirely cleared up. Collections on tax deeds 
and liens totaled $4,244.26, and much credit is due Fred L. 
Jameson, Collector and Treasurer, for a fine job of collecting. 


Poor: The poor account for 1941 shows an unexpended bal- 
ance of $2,506.81. We believe a substantial reduction in the 
appropriation for this account can be made in 1942. 


Fire Department: For information regarding the activities 
of this important organization, we refer you to the report of 
Chief Charles EK. Thayer which appears on another page in this 
book. 


Snow Removal: In accordance with vote taken at our last 
annual meeting, the Committee on the purchase of light truck 
snow plows met with the Selectmen and recommended the pur- 
chase of one plow, the second plow to be purchased if the first 
proved satisfactory. This was done, and the town now owns two 
light plows which are doing very good work. 


Civilian Defense: Section 3, Chapter 305, supplement to Pub- 
lic Laws of 1941 passed by the special session of the Maine Leg- 
islature held January 12-24, 1942 legalizes the appropriation and 
expenditure of money by towns and cities for Civilian Defense. 
Our town will be called upon to provide certain essentials and 
some provision for necessary expenditures should be made under 
article 45. Organization of the various branches for civilian 
defense is well under way in Windham, and much interest is 
being shown.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 
(1941 — 1942 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


Herewith is submitted my fifth annual report as Fire Chief. 

During the fiscal year of 1941, the Department answered 112 
calls; 57 from South Windham Station and 55 from North 
Windham. Table below shows the number and nature of calls 
answered for the years 1940 and 1941.

Under present conditions, and it looks as though they will 
continue for a long time, the Fire Department is handicapped 
due to the fact that a large number of the firemen are working 
out of town. This has been true for some time past at North 
Windham, especially during the day, and the same condition has 
existed at South Windham for the past few months. If it could 
be arranged with our neighboring town of Gorham to share 
the expense of a full time man during the day time at South 
Windham station, I believe that such action would be advisable 
for the duration of the emergency. 


Under the Civilian Defense set up we have signed up ap- 
proximately 100 auxiliary firemen, who will serve without pay. 
A school will be started in the near future to train these men. 
As 1942 progresses, I believe we will be called upon more and 
more to cooperate with the Maine Civilian Defense Council to 
provide additional facilities to take care of any emergency which 
may arise. 
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All of our apparatus is in good workable condition. I believe 
however, that we should purchase at least one thousand feet of 
24” hose and five hundred feet of 1%4” hose during 1942.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
1941 — 1942 


The past year brought three epidemics to Windham along 
with other parts of the State, namely influenza, chicken pox 
and German measles. Fortunately very few serious cases were 
present. 


In the field of preventive medicine, a great deal was ac- 
complished. Almost all school children received vaccinations, 
diphtheria inoculations, and tuberculin tests. Some had chest 
x-rays. The town and the Teachers’ Association paid for the 
materials used. Many children had tonsils out and teeth re- 
paired through the Kiwanis fund. A well baby clinic was held 
in South Windham with the cooperation of the State nurses. 


Heart disease and cancer led as causes of death, but Wind- 
ham’s health record compares equally with the best in the State.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and to the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Windham, Greetings: 


I have the honor to submit my seventeenth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Wind- 
ham. 


TEACHERS 


Many changes have been made this year. The princi- 
pal reasons teachers give for changing positions, are as 
follows: Better salaries; gas rationing; better teaching 
conditions ; better location, near bus service; Selective Ser- 
_vice or draft. Two of our men teachers were drafted this 
year and it is likely more will be taken another year. 

We have been fortunate to be located so near Portland, 
so we have a better supply of teachers. At present, seven 
of our teachers reside in Portland and commute each day. 

It was necessary to re-open the Friends School this year 
and two additional teachers were hired for this school. 

A definite shortage of teachers is very apparent. Sal- 
aries to be paid must be sufficient to interest good teachers 
or schools will not operate another year. 

Names of teachers and salaries paid will be found under 
Statistics. 


CONVEYANCE 
Conveyance routes have been increased due to the 20% 
“increase in pupils in our public schools. This increase in 
pupils is due to many families residing in Windham who 
have come to this location to be near their war work in 
Portland or vicinity. 
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These families reside in our summer camps or cottages 
and we have a large pupil population at or near Highland 
Lake especially besides smaller groups living near our 
other lakes or ponds. 


New federal regulations from the Office of Defense 
Transportation relating to school bus operation and gas 
rationing has decreased our mileage somewhat as we can 
operate only to get pupils or teachers to and from school. 
We also cannot increase our routes unless distance to be 
travelled is over one and one-half miles and cannot trans- 
port pupils under two miles unless pupils live on regularly 
travelled routes over which we have to operate and we 
have room on the busses for the same. Not over eight 
stops to the mile are allowed and it is recommended that 
we have only four stops. All other stops must be explained 
to the satisfaction of the O. D. T. 


Two new bus operators have been hired this year, and 


we have been fortunate to secure the services of such fine 
men. 


JANITOR SERVICE 


Due to unusual conditions, we have few candidates for 
janitors. In some instances, our teachers are doing the 
janitor service, and in others we have been able to find sat- 
isfactory janitors. Rates paid have been increased in order 
to secure the services of those whom we employ.

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FUEL 


Fuel costs this year have been quite a lot higher. New 
River soft coal is nearly $11.00 per ton delivered against 
about $7.50 per ton last year. Wood, sawed and delivered 
averages about $16.00 per cord and is very scarce. Hard 
coal is about $14.00 per ton. 

I expect prices on fuel another year will be about the 
same except for wood, which will probably be higher. We 
are burning as much coal as possible, it being cheaper than 
wood, but some wood has to be purchased. 


SUPPLIES AND TEXTBOOKS 


There has been a gradual increase of price in many 
items. This will run about 10% increase over all and due 
to the 20% increase in our school population, we have had 
to increase our purchases for about 20% over last year. 
In general, books will average $2.00 per pupil each year. 
Each new pupil who enters our schools has to be outfitted 
with about $10.00 worth of books. In most cases, we have 
to purchase all these books, so our book account swill run 
higher than usual some years depending upon the date of 
entrance of new pupils. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


This year our enrollment is lower due to many reasons. 
But we have as many classes and also have geared our 
school for war conditions. In the fall, we offered (at the 
request of the state and federal government) a new course 
in aviation science, which has proved to be valuable. Be- 
ginning with the mid year, Spanish was offered and twenty- 
six pupils enrolled. In the near future, we hope to offer 
special pre-induction courses for our youth of seventeen 
and eighteen who will shortly serve in the armed forces. 

A physical fitness course will be adapted to our condi- 
tions and we are considering at present the establishment 
of the new Victory Corps. 
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All these new courses are suggested at the instance of 
state and federal governmental agencies and are particu- 
larly adapted to Defense and war conditions. 

We still continue our work in regular lines with special 
consideration to Physical Education and Vocational Edu- 
cation. 


WAR ACTIVITIES 


In April and May our teachers were asked to register 
for institutional sugar and later to issue War Ration Book 
Number One. Later, we issued the first gas rationing 
cards and in July, issued the permanent A books. In No- 
vember, teachers processed the oil rations for residences. 


All this was extra work and hard work for teachers. 
They were assisted by volunteer civilians who worked hard. 


Teachers all over the country have assisted in rationing 
programs and have earned the undying thanks of the 
country for doing a job, well done. 


Our teachers will soon issue and tailor War Ration 
Book Two and tailor the War Ration Book One for coffee. 
This will be the hardest ration job of all and we will have 
to close schools at least part of the time while these Ration 
Books are put out. 


During the year, War Stamps and Bonds have been sold 
in our schools and Windham children have purchased 
liberally these necessary purchases to keep our war machine 
moving. 


LUNCHES 


For some time, hot lunches have been served at noon 
in our larger schools for children unable to get home at 
noon. Kitchens, stoves and equipment have been secured 
by the.aid and interest of parents and P. T. A.’s. Cooks 
and helpers were secured from the W. P. A. Some com- 
modities were secured from the A. M. A. and others pur- 
chased in our stores. At one time, we had nearly four 
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hundred children eating at these lunch projects at noon. 
Last year, due to lower prices, we asked each child to con- 
tribute five cents per meal. This year, the price has been 
increased to ten cents. 

Now the cooks and helpers can’t be paid by the W. P. A. 
which has folded up, but we are continuing the lunch pro- 
jects under new arrangements making them self-supporting 
with some volunteer help. Between two hundred and three 
hundred children eat regularly in four elementary schools 
at these lunches for ten cents per meal which is complete. 

In my opinion these lunches are very valuable and 
should be continued. An article has been inserted in the 
town warrant to raise money to help support them and we 
suggest you study this lunch program thoroughly so to be 
prepared to vote on this matter. 

Money will be needed, to pay for electricity, wood, and 
oil for cooking ; express charges for commodities and what 
help that is not volunteer work. 


HEALTH 


Clinic work and TB testing with x-ray has been con- 
tinued throughout the year. The American Legion Aux- 
illiary has sponsored clinics each month. Maine State: 
nurse, Cumberland County Public Health nurse, Dr. Bran- 
son and Dr. Burns have been very helpful. 

The dental clinic work was continued last year in some 
of the schools and the report of same is printed for your 
information. Due to shortage of dentists, the dental clinic 
work will not be available again this year.

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REPAIRS 


This summer, we hired Robert Wescott and Glenn Libby 
who went to each school and did such necessary repair 
work as we could do. This was all piece work; patching; 
painting ; cleaning ; repairing roofs; repair of desks ; repair 
of furniture; repair of walks; etc. 

A new stoker was installed at Arlington School. 

At the Friends School, the well was supplied with a 
pump and running water installed. New toilets were also 
added at the Friends School. Through volunteer labor, a 
new kitchen and arrangements were made for hot lunches 


‘at the Friends School. 


Running hot water was piped at the Newhall, Arlington 


‘and Friends schools, through donation of some of the 


material needed. 


Under Statistics, you will find the amount of money 
spent at each school for repairs. 


REPAIRS 
1943 
Another year, the usual going over of the school plant 
will be needed. Each year, we have painting, glass to re- 
place, roofs to fix, plumbing to repair or replace and many 
other items to look after. 


If available, a stoker should be purchased at the New- 


hall School. These are economical and will pay for them- 


selves in a few years if they work as well as the two we 
now have. . 
New furniture will be needed to replace broken desks 
or chairs and new shades are needed in some of the schools. 
Whenever the town will appropriate the money, the shop 
at Windham Hill should be moved to Windham Center and 
partly rebuilt. 
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GENERAL 

Elsewhere in this report, we have made mention that 
the Friends School was opened this year with two new 
teachers. This was necessary because of. the increase in 
school population in the town because of the large number 
of opportunities for living in Windham and the great de- 
mand for workers in the Portland area. Families with 
children began to move to town a year ago and now we 
have a large increase in our school population which be- 
came so large with the opening of school in September that 
the only way we could take care of these children was to 
open up the Friends School. Undoubtedly the school will 
have to continue to operate for some time. 

This increased both our teachers and conveyance costs 
as well as the general maintenance of the school building, 
and adjustments have to be made in our budget another 
year. This was the most important reason why we have an 
overdraft in our school accounts this year as no allowance 
was made for the operation of this school in last year’s 
budget. 

Another reason for having an overdraft was the in- 
creased cost of fuel and the general increase of teachers 
and school employees salaries in the school system which 
we had to make last September in order to have teachers, 
janitors and conveyance drivers. We took this matter up 
with the Federal Government to see if there wasn’t Federal 
appropriations available to take care of these increased 
costs due to war time conditons and submitted an applica- 
tion for aid to maintain the schools for these children. 
Your Superintendent met the Federal men at a meeting in 
Portland in the late fall and after a conference, he had 
word that the Town of Windham was refused aid by the 
Federal authorities for the following reasons: 

First, the Town seemed to be financially able to take 
care of these increased costs because the town reduced its 
tax rate last year and will have a substantial amount of 
money in the town treasury at the close of its fiscal year. 
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Second, the Federal Government doesn’t consider in- 
creases in school population unless they become so great 
that is requests the operation of the schools on what is 
known as 200% basis, that is, running the schools for two 
double sessions each day, and Windham seems to be amply 
provided with empty schoolhouses so they could take care 
of their needs and it would be impossible to run double 
sessions in this town without making some other changes in 
school bus conveyance, which are not practical at the pres- 
ent time. 


I feel that we can not over emphasize the fact that con- 
ditions in regard to running and operation of schools an- 
other year is not going to be good. There is definitely a 
teacher shortage and this has reached such a point that 
teachers can demand salaries adequate for their training 
and experience, and if such salaries are not available there 
will be no teachers to teach in our schools another year; 
so it is necessary to recommend to the town that school 
appropriations be increased to take care of the increased 
cost of fuel, supplies and increased salaries. 


I also recommend that the town employ a school phy- 
sician and that he be paid a regular salary so that the health 
and physical condition of our school children be not 
lacking. 

I also recommend that the shop program as outlined 
in last year’s report be carried out as soon as possible and 
that this shop be available at Windham Center. 

I feel that people have been very considerate this year 
and helpful under the unusual conditions as caused by the 
war, and want to thank each and every one for their help 


and hope that they will continue to be cooperative and 
work with us in the future. 


Special mention must be given to the Parent-Teacher 
Association of the various schools, whose workers have 
helped raise money through whist parties and suppers for 
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the health and dental program. Many of these mothers 
at the present time are volunteers, serving one day or so 
at the various school lunches to help maintain these. 


Several times in the past year, the teachers have been 
called upon to ration food, gasoline and oil for the Federal 
Government and they have been very cooperative and anxi- 
ous to serve and we want to thank them for the fine spirit 
and help they give in the ration program. In the near 
future teachers will be called upon again to ration, and 
probably as long as the war lasts, their help and aid. will 
be requested along this important line. 

The budget and school statistics and accounts follow 
this report.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S REPORT—1942 


Additional time for a public health nurse was granted 
to Windham by the State Bureau of Health in March be- 
cause of its proximity to Portland, now a defense area. 


In order for a public health nurse to interpret the ser- 
vices to the community, a local health committee should 
be formed and become active. Since Windham’s chief need 
seemed to be a Child Health Conference, the American 
Legion Auxiliary’s Child Welfare Committee was inter- 
ested. This committee has been very interested in plan- 
ning these conferences and four members have assisted at 
each of the five conferences. The purpose of the Child 
Health Conference is to keep the well child well by means 
of periodic physical examinations, smallpox vaccination, 
diphtheria immunization and dental recommendations. The 
attending physician is one who meets the standards set up 
by the Children’s Bureau and he is selected from the com- 
munity by this committee. Any parent with an infant or 
child from one through five and who does not have a rou- 
tine physical examination by a physician is invited to at- 
tend. 


In May, the Superintendent of Schools asked for help 
with a vaccination and immunization program in the 
schools. Since school health work is done by the Cum- 
berland County Public Health Association, permission was 
obtained from the nurse representing this organization be- 
fore going ahead with this program. The health officer, 
Sidney Branson, M.D., and the nurse went to the various 
schools. Eighty-four children were vaccinated and 117 
were given diphtheria toxoid. 


One hundred and seventy-two homes were visited dur- 


ing the year, in addition to many contacts with town off- 
cials and representatives. 


With constant changes taking place in every day living, 
more importance is attached to the maintenance of normal 
health for every individual in every household. Thus the 
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service the public health nurse renders in teaching good 
nutrition, prevention and reporting of communicable dis- 
ease, proper care and training of infants and pre-school 
children, early registration of the expectant mother and 
special attention to the industrial worker, becomes very im- 
portant in a country at war. 


I trust that the results of this year’s health work will 
have far reaching effects and that this much needed work 
will be continued.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1942-1943 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


We are pleased to submit a brief review of the happen- 
ings of the year 1942 and a few recommendations for 1943. 
Financial: , 

A year ago we could foresee that the burden of Federal 
taxation would become increasingly heavy and at that time 
made plans to reduce taxes on real estate as much as possi- 
ble. The budget for 1942 was cut as much as could be 
safely done and an unusually small overlay was taken. 
This action, coupled with some increase in the total valua- 
tion of the town resulted in a reduction in the tax rate of 
$4.00 per $1000 of valuation, or a reduction from $45 to 
$41. 

At the end of 1942, outstanding notes of the town total 
$18,500, compared with $30,750 at the close of 1941, notes 
amounting to $12,250 having been paid during 1942. It is 
our firm belief that these outstanding notes should be re- 
tired in 1943, and this can be accomplished by using 
sufficient funds from the available treasury balance with- 
out raising one penny for this purpose by taxation. An 
affirmative vote on Article No. 6, will result in the retire- 
ment of the entire town debt in 1943. Our town would 
then be in excellent financial condition and able to meet 
any emergency that may arise in the future. 

Only the minimum amount of repair and maintenance 
work has been done on our roads during the past year. 
The shortage in labor and critical materials has been acute. 
Application was made to the Public Roads Administration 
for 24,367 gallons of road tar, the minimum amount neces- 
sary for essential maintenance of our bituminous surfaced 
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roads, and 8000 gallons were released for our use. This of 
course meant that only spot treatment of the worst places 
could be done. However, by careful planning it may be 
possible to keep these roads from breaking up until such 
time as the necessary materials are once more made avail- 


able. 


ees : 

Collection of taxes this year has been very gratifying. 
At the close of the year only $1,782.01 remained uncollected, 
and collections on tax deeds and liens for the year totaled 
$4,308.55. » The unpaid tax deeds and liens on hand at pres- 
ent total $4,452.76. 


Poor: 

The poor account shows a substantial reduction over 
1941 and a further reduction in the appropriation for 1943 
can safely be made. That part of the town farm land and 
buildings lying on the north west side of the town farm 
road were sold to Robert M. Parker for $1,500.00 cash. 


Fire Department : 

The Fire Department account shows a rather large un- 
expended balance. This is due to the fact that we have 
had no serious fires and also to the fact that many needed’ 
items of equipment have been unobtainable. We do not 
recommend any reduction in this appropriation for 1943. 


Civilian Defense: 

This organization has been very active during 1942 and 
much has been accomplished. We wish to thank all the 
citizens who have given much of their time and effort to 
make Windham’s set-up equal to the best. At the same 
time we wish to point out that there are a large number of 
citizens who are not participating in any branch of this 
service which has been organized for the protection of all. 
Contact your local Civilian Defense Officials and offer your 
services today and thus relieve part of the load which a rela- 
tively small number of patriotic citizens are now carrying. 
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Aircraft Warning Service: 

This extremely important service which is under the 
supervision of the First Fighter Command, U. S. Army, has 
been functioning quietly but efficiently since April, 1942. 
The post is in operation twenty-four hours a day and seven 
days a week, requiring the services of eighty-four regular 
volunteer observers and a number of substitutes, each ob- 
server working one four-hour shift each week. It would 
seem that, out of a population of approximately 2,300, it 
should be extremely easy to secure the services of this 
number of volunteers, but the fact remains that it is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to secure sufficient personnel 
to man this post. Mr. Clyde T. Seavey, Chief Observer, 
has done an excellent job under trying conditions due to 
lack of volunteers, in keeping this post in operation. 
There are few, if any of us, who could not spare four 
hours of his time weekly for this important work. It may 
prove inconvenient at times. Our boys at the fighting 
fronts are also being inconvenienced. Call Mr. Seavey to- 
day and offer your services. To those observers who have 
served so faithfully and well in the past, we extend our 
sincere thanks. 


Honor Roll: 

We are printing in this report the names of all Wind- 
ham men who, to our knowledge are serving in the armed 
forces of our country. Since we had no absolute check on 
this, it is possible that some may be incorrect. and some 
may have been omitted. Any corrections or omissions 
should be reported to the town office, and the necessary 
corrections will be made on the next list published. 


Salvage Drive: 

Early last fall the local Salvage Committee instituted 
its drive for the collection of scrap metal and rubber. The 
schools were asked to assist in this drive, and the young- 
sters went to work in earnest, scouring the town for scrap 
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and bringing it to the stockpiles in carts and wheelbarrows. 
The pieces that were too heavy to be handled easily were 
picked up by trucks contributed by local owners. 

_ Large piles of materials were collected and were sold 
to a Portland dealer. Final figures show 90.35 tons sold 
and cash receipts $635.04. This money is in the hands of 
the Salvage Committee and will be used for the benefit of 
the schools in some form yet to be decided upon. 

Our hats are off to the children, whose determination 
and energy made this drive a success. 


General: 


We now have at the town office a complete file of Wind- 
ham town reports for the years 1862 to 1942 inclusive, with 
the exception of the years 1863, 1864 and 1867. These 
have been bound in book form for ready reference, and are 
available for use by any interested citizen. We would be 
pleased to hear from any one who has copies of the missing 
reports. . 

The Windham town reports for the years 1940 and 1941 
were entered in the annual town report contest sponsored 
by the Maine Municipal Association and won the Award - 
of Special Merit for both years in competition with towns 
in our class. We still have not won first prize, the Award 
of Superior Merit, but hope either we, or our successors, 
may hang this on the office wall soon. In response to pop- 
ular demand, we are printing more details in the current 
town report than has been done the past few years.

1942 — 1943 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


Herewith is submitted my sixth annual report as Fire 
Chief. During the fiscal year of 1942 the Department has - 
answered 76 calls, 49 from South Windham Station and 27 
from North Windham. Table below shows the number and 
nature of calls answered for the years 1941 and 1942.

We have service flags displayed in both stations for 
these men.

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There were no water holes completed this year, due to 
the fact that labor needed to finish them could not be ob- 
tained, and I do not recommend raising money for this 
purpose at this time due to the above condition. 


The Auxiliary Firemen as set up for Civilian Defense 
have been valuable to the regular Department, and as time 
goes on they will prove more valuable. We wish to thank 
them for the interest they have taken and the help they 
have given us. 

We are closing this year with quite an unexpended bal- 
ance, due to there not being as many fires or as bad ones 
as there has been in past years, and also to the fact that 
some of the firemen have been working away and could 
not respond to the calls, especially in the day time. How- 
ever, I would recommend that the same amount ($3,000) 
be raised as last year.

Since I have been Health Officer of the town, I 
have only had the opportunity to serve a few weeks; so 
there is very little for me to report. This winter, we have 
had quite a lot of influenza, chicken pox and mumps, and 
very few cases have been reported. 


It is necessary that parents report all contagious 
diseases to the Health Officer regardless of whether they 
have a doctor or not and we hope that in the future the 
parents will see that this is done. 

We have available in the town at the present time a 
Health Nurse whose salary is paid by the state to spend 
part of her time in Windham. Among her duties will be 
operating clinics and we hope that all parents of children 
of pre-school age and school age will take advantage of 
the clinic program as outlined by the State Nurse with 
the aid of the various organizations in town and the Health 
Officer. 7

To the extent possible, it was ascertained that all reve- 
nue had been properly accounted for and deposited 
promptly in the bank, as summarized on Exhibit B. 
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Expenditures were made by check from properly author- 
ized warrants, supported by vouchers on file, as summarized 
on Exhibits B and D. 

The cash balance at the close of the year was reconciled 
with the statement of the Canal National Bank dated Feb- 
ruary 2, 1943, as per detail on Schedule 1. 


Impounded cash in the amount of $4,246.95 is carried 
on the books as an asset. As it is doubtful that additional 
dividends will be received on this account, a reserve ap- 
proved by the Selectmen has been set up to offset the full 
amount of this asset. 

DAES: 

The 1942 tax commitment was found to be in agree- 
ment with the Assessor’s records. The balance due from 
the Collector on this commitment is supported by a list of 
unpaid taxes taken from his records as shown by Schedule 
2. No mail verification was made of these unpaid items. 


No collections were made on taxes outstanding prior to 
1941 and it is our recommendation that further attention 
be given to the final disposal of these taxes ; that abatements 
be made when determined necessary, and collecitons de- 
manded of former Collectors of those items believed collect- 
ible. aa 

Collections on tax liens and deeds were checked from 
the Treasurer’s receipts and appeared to have been applied 
against the proper items. Detailed lists, checked with the 
liens and deeds on file, show those remaining unpaid as 
per Schedule 3 and 4. 

The excise taxes were verified with the triplicate copies 
of the receipts as follows: 
1942—Receipts 221 to 1,054, $ 2,95/872 
1943—Receipts 1 to 94, 399 80

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LRUSTPUNDS: 


An examination was made of the Savings pass books 
covering trust fund investments and the detail is shown on 
Schedule 7. It appeared that all income had been properly 
accounted for. 


It is again our recommendation that the town appropri- 
ate money to restore the Ministerial and School Fund used 
by the town in past years. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS: 


The year under audit closed with a relatively large 
unexpended balance and a resulting increase of cash on 
deposit. 

Exhibits D and E show the contributing factors result- 
ing in a change from a net Deficit at the start of the year 
to a Net Surplus at the end of the year. 


GENERAL: 


By a vote at the annual town meeting, money was taken 
from the general fund, in addition to the usual appropria- 
tion, to pay off $12,250 in outstanding notes. 

The record of dog licenses issued by the Town Clerk 
indicate total receipts in the sum of $434.10, which amount 
was paid to the Town Treasurer who, in turn, paid the 
State Treasurer. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external 
verification was made of your asset and liability accounts.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and to the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Windham, Greetings: . 
I have the honor to submit my eighteenth annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. 


TEACHERS 

Fewer changes were made in teachers this year than 
usual but we still have changes. In September new teach- 
ers had to be secured for the Ireland School, and for two of 
the rooms at North Windham and two teachers at the High 
School due to resignations. Since September we had a 
resignation from the principal of Newhall School and an- 
other teacher secured for Ireland School. 

I have been unable to secure a Physical Education 
teacher to take the place of Mr. Holder who entered the 
United States Army in October. Because of our fortunate 
location, many of our teachers are commuting from their 
homes, so I have been able to fill our positions easier than 
some other places. ; 

We are told from reports given us by the Commissioner 
of Education that there is a definite shortage of teachers 
in the state. About one hundred and fifty ‘teaching posi- 
tions in the state hadn’t been filled in September and we 
have children in the state who haven't attended school this 
year at all. 

We are asked to do our part in closing non-essential 
schools, schools with small enrollments where the children 
could be transported to other schools. We have felt at 
times in this town that there is some possibility of closing 
the two rural schools, but because of the crowded condi- 
tions in near-by schools, we haven’t been able to do it. 

The list of teachers and salaries paid will be found 
under Statistics. Another year it is extremely doubtful if 
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teachers can be hired at the same salary schedule paid at 
the present time. Serious consideration must be given to 
the possibility and need of increase. 


’ CONVEYANCE 

Federal regulations from the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation are necessary to save the school busses for the 
duration of the war. Because of these regulations, there 
are certain trips that we can not make same as last year 
and the amount of gasoline available and number of miles 
we can travel are determined by Federal Government 
through the Ration Boards and we have to run our con- 
veyance accordingly. 

In other words, we do not determine the number of 
miles to convey children and can not add to our conveyance 
routes without permission, first from the State Department 
of Education and second, the Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation. 

Our busses are one year older than in the past and are 
requiring more repairs, and if it is possible to buy new 
chassis, they should be obtained this year; but it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if the government will release any new 
ones unless we have 200,000 miles on the old ones. 

We are carrying more children to school with less 
mileage at a higher cost than last year, and undoubtedly, 
the ccst of conveyance will be increased another year due 
to: first, the increased cost of operating the busses, and 
second, the increased cost of drivers. 


JANITOR SERVICE 

Still due to the war conditions, it has been difficult 
to get people interested in our janitorial needs at the 
schools, but somehow we have provided janitors in all 
the schools. Perhaps teachers are doing the work, or per- 
haps we have found near-by neighbors who are patriotic , 
enough to do the work even though they feel they do not 
want it. Complete list follows. —

FUEL 


Fuel costs this year are about the same as in the past, 
except for a small increase in coal. What wood we burn is 
more expensive but we are trying to burn less wood and 
more coal. We anticipate that the prices another year will 
run about the same as at the present time. | 

We have been fortunate even though wood is not being 
cut in large amounts, to buy a considerable amount of wood 
and this is stored for next year at Windham Center and will 
probably take care of all our wood needs for another year. 


HIGH SCHOOL 

The enrollment is lower than usual due to the reasons 
that the children find work to do and also because the 
Armed Forces take the older members. | 

We are offering for new courses: Spanish and Mechan- 
ical Drawing. We have made rather strict requirements 
for graduation from the Commercial Course and enroll- 
ments in this department are lower, but pupils are doing 
excellent work. 

We have had a small Physical Education program, and 
what we are doing is done under the supervision of the 
regular teachers by the pupils. The regular Vocational 
work is being continued and we are improving the science 
laboratory and offering a stronger course in science. 
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There are two state requirements in regard to the high 
school which have to be met exactly: First, that we spend 
$75 a year in the science laboratory and have equipment 
and apparatus to meet state standards. Second, that we 
improve our library at the rate of $75 a year so we have 
quite a large library. It is necessary to purchase new books 
each year. Last year the High School cooperated in the 
Salvage Program and, as a result, received a considerable 
amount of money, some of which they spent to buy a large 
unabridged dictionary. We also purchased a set of en- 
cyclopedia so that this department has been put in first 
class shape. One of our common needs at the high school 
is for better maps and a large globe for the social science 
department. 


WAR ACTIVITIES 


All schools are selling stamps and bonds regularly and 
we claim that our schools are doing unusually well in this 
respect. Following is a tabulation of stamps and bonds 
sold to either pupils or parents or neighbors for the differ- 
ent schools since September as reported to this office. All 
of the schools are selling 90% regularly and will have 
secured the SCHOOLS AT WAR Flag for this attainment. 
We expect by the time this town report is printed that all 
the schools will have met this 90% requirement and will be 
entitled to fly the SCHOOLS AT WAR Flag.

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LUNCHES 


Lunches are being served in the following schools: John 
A. Andrew, Newhall, Arlington and Friends as a regular 
project. We serve what is known as Type A lunches con- 
sisting of protein, two vegetables, fruit, milk, bread and 
butter or oleomargerine fortified with Vitamin A. This 
lunch, to meet federal requirements must take care of ap- 
proximately one third of the body needs of the day and we 
get back from the government a subsidy amounting to 
approximately nine cents per lunch served providing we 
meet certain requirements. 

With the appropriation of $1,000 made by the town and 
the charge made to pupils of twelve cents, of which nine 
cents goes for food and three cents for labor, we have been 
able to keep these lunches going and will be able to con- 
tinue them. We feel that the need is great of the pupils 
for a hot meal at noon, many of which have to come long 
distances on the school bus and have to stay in school 
throughout the day. A disinterested person upon viewing 
the records would say that the attendance of school chil- 
dren is better and we have fewer out for sickness and there 
is a marked improvement on the type of work in the 
schoolroom. Much of this can be said as a result of the 
school lunch program and it is hoped this will be continued 
another year. 


HEALTH 


The health work has been taken over this year by the 
State Department of Health and Welfare and we have the 
regular services of a state nurse in town one day a week. 
Systematic examinations of our school children is being 
done by the doctor and nurse and clinics are being held for 
pre-school children at the Fire House regularly. 

It ds unfortunate the dental clinic work had to be 
dropped due to the inability to secure a dentist for this 
program and because of the shortage of dentists, we will 
be unable to do anything along this line another year. 
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Children in the schools will be tested for various 
diseases, particularly TB and those needing x-rays will 
have work done at cost. At the end of my report, you will 
find the report of the school ‘nurse for the yeataw iso; the 
report of last year by Cumberland County Public Health 
Association nurse. 


REPAIRS 


During the summer we have employed William Bromley 
and Philip Hunt who did mostly painting, but took care of 
some of the other repairs. We tried to do a good job of 
Windham High School, scraping the paint where needed 
and getting one coat of paint on the building, taking care 
of the minor things that they found as they painted. Also, 
they did quite a lot of painting on the inside. We should 
keep our buildings in good shape during the emergency. 
For this reason, the Committee recommends the usual ap- 
propriation. 

We have had quite a lot of plumbing trouble this year, 
requiring the services of a plumber to repair breaks and 
damages inside buildings. A new cesspool had to be dug 
at North Windham school and also at the Hanson House. 
The rest of the repair work was ‘general in nature. 

Quite a lot of new furniture had to be purchased to 
take care of broken furniture and also for new pupils enter- 
ing our schools. We have the largest school enrollment in 
Windham for years. Another year we will have to pur- 
chase some new furniture and new shades for some of the 
windows, repair plumbing, complete our painting needs 
and do some minor repairs. 


POST WAR PLANNING 


For some time you have probably heard about Post War 
Plans in regard to a great many things. The Commissioner 
of Education has some Post War Plans for schools. These 
deal largely with consolidation of schools and closing of 
small school units and small high schools. 
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The time has come when we have to seriously consider 
the cost of operating our schools, and every school main- 
tained is an additional cost if the per pupil ratio to a teacher 
is particularly small. Good teachers can easily teach 
schoolrooms with thirty to thirty-five pupils in a grade 
and it is expensive to operate smaller units. 


There is to be an excessive tax burden if you operate 
these small units and, as a rule, small units are not as 
satisfactory. 


Educational opportunities under larger units of Post 
War Planning have to do with closing our small units, 
consolidating in one or two large schools, according to the 
town, where educational opportunities will be available 
and fewer classes will be taught by fewer teachers. 


As far as the high school is concerned, the modern high 
school today offers a great many opportunities such as 
Manual Arts, Home Economics, Shop Work, Commercial 
Courses, and a well planners and operated Physical Educa- 
tion Health Program. 


Towns having less than four hundred pupils in a high 
school can’t afford to build, maintain, or operate a high 
school and offer all of these educational opportunities ; 
yet every child that attends school should have oppor- 
tunities that would be according to his own makeup. So 
Post War Plans disregard town lines as far as high schools 
are concerned and build a new larger, high school plant. 
within easy distance of several towns. 


Present plans of the Commissioner, if accepted by the 
Town of Windham and other towns involved, would be to 
build a new high school building, modern in every detail, 
financial aid secured from Federal Government, at some- 
where near North Windham, close Windham High School 
and other high scohols in adjoining towns so we would have 
a high school enrollment of about four hundred pupils 
within easy transporting distance of several towns and 
offering all courses having to do with a modern school.

This is something that our citizens should thoroughly 
consider and think about and discuss among themselves 
and if there is interest enough in the town, the Commis- 
sioner and his staff would be glad to come and meet groups 
and discuss advantages and disadvantages of such Post 
War Planning.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1943 


With an increase in population there is an increase in 
the health problems. Since fewer doctors are available, 
it is now, more than ever, the responsibility of the commun- 
ity to maintain standards of good health. 


The public health nurse has carried on her work with 
the assistance of the Windham Health Council. This 
health council has recently enlarged, as many of the local 
persons are aware of the health problems, many of which 
have resulted from the defense work carried on since the 
war. : 


The Child Health Conference is held every other month 
in the South Windham Fire Station. Parents are offered 
the opportunity of a regular physical check-up on their 
infants and preschool children, of obtaining diphtheria 
toxoid and smallpox vaccine, as well as dental inspection 
and information on nutrition for the family. 


In September the school health program was taken over 
by the State Bureau of Health. Every school child was 
encouraged to go to his family physician for a physical 
examination. The school physician has started to examine 
the children in the sub-primary, first and fourth grades, also 
the seniors will have a complete check-up before garduation, 
as they are ready to take on new responsibilities and this 
can only be done with a sound body. | 


Parents are encouraged to be present when their child 
is examined so that plans can be made for correction of 
any defects that may be present. 


The function of the public health nurse in the community 
is to visit expectant mothers, new infants, preschool and 
school children with health problems, to aid the families 
in securing competent medical advice and to assist in carry- 
ing out recommendations made by physicians. 
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With the cooperation of the school personnel, parents, 
health officer and public health nurse, communicable 
diseases can be controlled. Importance should be put on 
the common cold, as many times it is a predisposing factor 
to a contagious disease and many times the end result is 
disastrous. 

For the coming year we hope to be able to increase our 
number of Child Health Conferences, also increase the 
attendance, and through the health education work and 
publicity, teach the community that periodical physical ex- 
aminations and early correction of detects, along with good 
healthy living is the road to good health and happiness. 

I wish to thank all those who have helped make it possi- 
ble to carry on the work this past year and hope they shall 
continue.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1943-1944 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


In making up this report of the activities of the various 
departments of your Town for the year 1943, we have made 
an earnest effort to include everything of interest. We 
have also tried to give you a true picture of what has been 
accomplished, and the present financial standing of the 
town. 


Financial : 

The cld town debt in the amount of $18,500.00 was fully 
retired from surplus in 1943. The present debt amounts to 
$7,950.00, one note for $3,950.00 becoming due and payable 
November 15, 1944, and one note for $4,000.00 becoming 
due and payable November 15, 1945. This represents 
money berrowed for roads and school purposes by authori- 
zation voted at two special town meetings held during the 
weal: 

The net unexpended balance at the end of 1943 is 
$7,167.24. This is both good and bad. It represents 
money in the treasury, but it also represents work and 
services not performed due to inability to secure labor and 
materials. 

Net surplus as of February Ist is $9,418.54. 

Taxes: 

As of the date of the tax sale, February 7th, $1,130.98 
in taxes remained uncollected, or 1.13%. We believe that 
this is a record, at least for quite a number of years. The 
valuation of the town for 1943 showed and increase of 
$92,098.00 and the tax rate dropped $1.00 per thousand 
to $40.00. 

Mr. Orville V. Haskell, former Collector has made a 
settlement of delinquent taxes for the years 1931, 1932 and 
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1933. Such taxes as were considered uncollectible were 
abated, and those considered collectible were paid by Mr. 
Haskell under provisions of Section 73, Chapter 13 of the 
Revised Statutes. Work is being done on outstanding de- 
linquent taxes for the years 1934, 1935, 1936, 1937 and 1938, 
and we expect that they will be taken care of in regular 
course. 

Highways and Bridges: 

Allocation of sufficient tar to treat all improved town 
roads and third class roads No. 3 was made by the Public 
Roads Administration, and all of these roads received treat- 
ment in 1943. Other improvements to our roads have been 
at a minimum due to present labor conditions. After the 
war, a planned program of road construction and improve- 
ment should provide considerable employment. 

The Narrows bridge was re-built this year. Five addi- 
tional steel I beams were installed and new plank laid. The 
Anderson bridge at the foot of Windham Hill was rein- 
forced with new timbers and newly planked. In coopera- 
tion with the Town of Gorham, the wearing surface and 
side walks on the South Windham bridge received extensive 
repairs, and this bridge is now in good condition. 

New bridges should be built at the location of Lovet’s 
bridge on the River Road, and Anderson Bridge at Wind- 
ham Hill within the next few years as these are both old 
bridges and were not designed to carry the heavy loads 
of present day traffic. It would be very desirable to elevate 
the latter bridge considerable when new road construction 
reaches that point in order to cut the grade of Windham 
Hill. 

No State funds for construction of State Aid or Third 
Class roads have yet been made available. 


Poors 

Expenditures for town poor are $641.59 under those of 
1942. Reimbursement to the town by one individual in 
the amount of $275.00 also reduced the cost of this account. 
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We seem to have about reached the minimum in expendi- 
tures for poor relief, but it may be possible to secure some 
reimbursement for the town from various sources. 


Civilian Defense: 


The activities of this organization have been much cur- 
tailed in recent months. Only a small appropriation is 
necessary this year to pay for telephones, etc. The obser- 
vation post was closed in October, 1943, except for one 
afternoon each week. Mrs. Irene Nowell has acted as Chief 
Observer since September, 1943. 


The schools are still active in salvage work, and are 
doing a fine job. 
New Laws: 


Town Reports: Chapter 234 of the Public Laws of 
1943 amends Section 63, Chapter 5 of the Revised Statutes 
relating to town reports. The amendment provides that a 
town may vote at the annual meeting to waive the printing 
of itemized lists of receipts and expenditures. The new law 
also makes it mandatory for towns to print a complete 
report of the audit. The full text of the Auditor’s report 
will require from twenty to twenty-five pages, therefore 
we have inserted Article 39 in the warrant to give you the 
opportunity to decide just what you desire your annual 
report to contain in the future. 

Protected Reserves: Chapter 262, Public Laws of 1943 
permits towns to create protected reserves. One type of 
reserve fund is for the purpose of providing a reserve of 
borrowing power which can be applied in periods of finan- 
cial depression to assist in carrying on the normal expendi- 
tures of the town without an increase in the tax rate. 
Withdrawal of these funds is controlled by a formula set 
up in the statute. The second type of reserve fund is for 
the construction, reconstruction or acquisition of a specific 
capital improvement or item of equipment. Money for 
such a purpose may be appropriated by the town and the 
Municipal Officers are trustees of the fund. Expenditures 
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may be made only for the specific purpose for which the 
fund was created, except that unexpended balances may be 
transferred to another capital reserve fund. 

Fire Department: 

It was with sincere regret that your Municipal Officers 
accepted the resignation of Fire Chief Charles E. Thayer 
effective July 1, 1943. Mr. Thayer was obliged to discon- 
tinue his duties in that capacity due to illness. 

Mr. Harland D. Freeman, former Deputy Chief was ap- 
pointed Chief to fill the vacancy, and we believe the Depart- 
ment will continue to be active and effective under his 
guidance.

I herewith submit my first annual report as Fire Chief. 
Mr. Charles E. Thayer who had served as Fire Chief for 
the past six years resigned as of July 1st, 1943 due to illness, 
and on that date I was appointed to serve for the remainder 
of the year.

| In the examination of cash transactions during the 
year, it was ascertained to the extent possible that all 
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monies received were recorded and promptly deposited 
and that all expenditures authorized by, approved war- 
rants were paid by check, vouchers were test checked to 
determine they were just charges correctly recorded, and 
carried to the proper department or appropriation account. 

The cash balance of $21,446.97 at the close of the year 
reconciled with the bank statement of the Canal National 
Bank, as per detail shown on Schedule 1. 


TAXES—PROPERTY AND POLL: 


The 1943 tax commitment was found to be in agree-. 


ment with the records of the Assessors. This commitment 
was accounted for by cash paid to the Treasurer and 
authorized abatements, or still remained unpaid according 
to the records of the Collector. No mail verification was 
made of these uncollected items. 


Payments recorded as received on tax deeds were. 
checked in detail, and an examinaion was made of all tax 


deeds remaining unpaid. ; 

The cash collection of the current year’s taxes were 
98.2% while all taxes collected during 1943, both current 
and prior, amounted to 101.1%, both as against the current 
commitment.

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, | REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Windham: 
I have the honor to submit my nineteenth annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. - 


TEACHERS 


Few changes were made in teachers this year. Because 
we couldn’t get the teachers to fill the. positions, the Ireland 
and Center Schools were closed and pupils transported to 
nearby schools. Room was made for increased enrollments 
by having the eighth grade transported to the high school. . 
New teachers were secured for these positions at the high 
school. Other changes made in town, you will find under 
the Table of Statistics. 

It is becoming increasingly difficult to get satisfactory 
teachers. Wages offered are not high enough to interest 
teachers and we are having more or less movement of our 
teachers to better paying positions. Again. this year, I will 
have to caution you to the consideration that we will 
probably have to offer the teachers and other school em- 
ployees more money in order to keep our positions filled. 


. CONVEYANCE | 

We are still running under the same routes with. the 
same busses we have had for five years, and the high school 
runs are definitely overcrowded and overloaded. The roads 
aren't being improved, in fact, they are getting worse; and 
the cost of operation is getting higher and higher. 

We definitely should consider purchasing new busses 
as soon as ODT releases can be obtained, and in my opinion 
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they should have heavier chassis than at the present time. 
ODT regulations determine the mileage’ of these busses, 
and where they should go. We are rationed both on mile- 
age and gasoline for operation. For that reason, this year 
we have had to refuse extending the routes because we 
couldn’t get releases for that purpose. Expense of opera- 
tion is : altogether too high. 


JANITOR SERVICE 


We haven't made any changes in janitors since last year. 
Again we haven’t been able to find a janitor for John A. 
Andrew School. ‘Mr. Sample, the principal, has been doing 
the work, hiring boys to help him. At North Windham, 
Mrs. Stevenson, who is cook in the school lunch, has been 
doing the work. It is really too much to ask a teacher 
or cook to look after the janitor service. They have 
enough to do in their own job without doing the janitor 
work. List and salaries follow.

FUEL 


Fuel costs do not vary a great deal. We closed two 
rural schools and the item of fuel for these schools will be 
saved for another year. It has been increasingly hard to 
find hard wood, and we have been burning very little. At 
the present tire coal ix very scarce. Our bin at Windham 
High School holds about a month’s supply in the winter 
time, and arrangements should be made as soon as possi- 


ble to enlarge the storage space at the high school sO 
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we could put.a year’s supply under cover. Coal, as a rule, 
can be bought during the summer and fall months. At 
least twice this year we have been out of coal, and if this 
_ should happen at a time of a severe storm, it would result 
in severe consequence to our water and steam system. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Enrollment in the school has been maintained at the 
previous year’s level and increased by approximately fifty 
eighth grade pupils. We are offering at the present time 
an approved five-year high school, which meets the state 
requirements. These children have been taken into the 
building and offered departmental work, meeting all re- 
quirements. The experiment started in the fall, because of 
necessity, appears to be a good one and is looking out for 
the educational improvement of our children. 


We offered a new course in Shop Work this fall, and the 
building has been put in shape. Most of the equipment 
is loaned to us by the state, but we have purchased and own 
some of it. We find the course has been very popular. 
The boys are learning woodworking, having made a great 
many useful things for use on the farm or at home. ‘Some 
of these I hope to have on display at Town Meeting to show 
- you what they have done. The building isn’t large enough, 
and we need an addition, at least one room about sixteen 
by eighteen, where articles can be painted. Since the shop 
is in use most of the time, it is full of dust, sawdust, etc., 
and they can’t do satisfactory work under these conditions. 
We engaged Mr. Leslie-Alley as instructor and offered him 
a position combined with maintenance man for the town 
so he would’ have a full-time job for the year. He has 
proved to be a very excellent choice for this work.

LUNCHES - 


Lunches have been served in the various schools as in 
the past, except in the high school. At the present time the 
Home Economics Department puts on a small lunch for 
ten cents. A full-time program of lunches should be inaug- 
urated in the high school as soon as possible. It seems 
to me that we could use the Center School building as a 
cafeteria. We made a survey of the student body last 
fall to find out how many would use this service, and 
approximately one hundred said they would like to have it. 
For a few dollars the Center School could be changed so 
we could have a stove and sink; and it is near enough to 
the building so students who come all day, and most of 
our students do, could have a hot, desirable lunch at noon- 
time. | 

The Type A lunch requires us to furnish approximately 
one-third of the daily needs with meat or meat substitute, 
two vegetables, milk, fruit, bread and butter or butter 
substitute. For this we make a charge of fifteen cents 
per pupil and receive a subsidy of nine cents from the 
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federal government. Along with the thousand dollars 
appropriated by the town, the lunch is on a paying basis 
and we recommend they be continued another year. 


HEALTH WORK © 

The health work has been carried on as in the previous 
year by the State Department of Health and Welfare. 
They furnish us with a nurse approximately one day a 
week and you will find her report elsewhere in the report. 
Miss Vanderward resigned in June and the work was cart- 
ried on by Miss Hunt. 

The School Committee appointed Dr. Burns school phy- 
sician, and he has made examinations and helped with the 
clinic as part of the duties of this office. Due to the in- 
ability to get dentists, the dental work has not been carried 
on this year. 


REPAIRS 

During the summer, early in August, Leslie Alley came 
onto the payroll. We hired Alfred Lorenzen to help him, 
and these two men have gone through the buildings doing 
what needed to be done within the time which was available 
before school opened, setting all glass, looking after and 
fixing window cords, looking after various odds and 
ends, etc. The major job was shingling the Friends School, 
which was leaking quite badly and the roof was in bad 
shape. : 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

You will find that we are asking the town to provide 
two new school busses another year and to sell No. 1 and 
No. 2 busses in order to get part of the cost to purchase 
new ones, if we can get ODT releases. We are recommend- 
ing $7,000 for this purpose. 

We are also recommending the erection of a sixteen 
by eighteen room on the shop for painting purposes, mate- 
rial to be paid for out of school repairs account and labor 
to be done by the instructor and boys under shop time. 


: 
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The other recommendations are the same as usual for 
the operation of our schools. As soon as possible provision 
should be made for the erection of a new high school build- 
ing or the enlargement of our present high school building 
so we can have six grades under one roof. Personally, I 
prefer the Zone High School Plan in which we could com- 
bine with the neighboring towns of Gray and Raymond and 
erect a new building at North Windham, the enrollment to 
be about four hundred pupils. Here we would be able to 
offer the latest in curriculum developments and in voca- 
tional guidance and vocational practice for the needs of 
youth for modern conditions. 


The present high school building would be remodeled 
so it could be used as a consolidated school for the town 
and some of the smaller buildings should be used for other 
than school purposes. Windham School System is an ex- 


eae i 


pensive set-up. We have roughly over six hundred chil- 


dren in twelve grades employing twenty-two teachers. We 
should have it divided up. so we wouldn’t have more than 
one grade to a teacher. Sub-primary and first grade chil- 
dren should come for one-half day, being transported home 


at noon. ‘These changes could be done with a consolidated | 


plan so the per capita cost of operating schools is less than 
at the present time. 


I think the town should seriously consider setting aside 
a sum of money for a school building after the war, and 
take steps to acquire a suitable site as soon as possible. 
Undoubtedly the State of Maine and federal government 
will pass laws very shortly which will pay some of the cost 
of this school building. 


I want to thank everybody who has cooperated with us 
this year and citizens of the town for their patience and 
work under these unusual conditions in the emergency. 
It has been difficult to maintain standards of previous years, , 
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but we are working hard to do the best we can for the best 
interests of the citizens of the town. The usual statistics 
follow. .

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
; 1944-1945 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


We are pleased to submit herewith our annual report for 
the year ended February 1, 1945. 


Financial: 


Notes payable amount to $8,100.00, consisting of one 
note for $4,000.00 and one note for $4,100.00, both becoming 


- due and payable in 1945. All bills are paid to date and the 


above notes represent the entire indebtedness of the Town. 

The net unexpended balance of all departmental ac- 
counts for 1944 amounts to $12,910.13 and this amount 
has been credited to net surplus. Net surplus as of Feb- 
ruary Ist; taking into account all assets and liabilities, is 
$9,504.52. The year closed with a cash balance in the 
treasury of $21,987.69. However, this cash should not be 
considered as available for appropriation as $7,444.24 of 
this amount consists of funds such as withholding tax re- 
ceipts and teachers’ retirement fund, which the town simply 


holds in trust, and unexpended balances which are required 


to'be brought forward to the 1945 year. At least three or 


four thousand dollars also should be held in reserve for 


a small working capital to take care of current expenses 


bi during the periods the Town is unable to borrow temporary 


money. 


Taxes: 
The total of appropriations for 1944 of $84,477.40 was 


$7,192.75 higher than that of 1943, while valuation for 1944 
_ increased only $4,516.00 over that of 1943. This made 


hecessary an increase in the rate of taxation of $2.50 per 


oe $1,000.00, the 1944 rate being $42.50 per $1,000.00 of valua- 
_ tion as compared with $40.00 for 1943. Windham’s rate of 
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taxation is still well under the average for Cumberland 
County which is $47.97, while the average rate for the entire 
state is $52.56 of the twenty-six towns and cities in Cumber- 
land County, only three had tax rates of less than $40.00 
in 1944. The lowest rate was $32.00 and the highest $71.00. 
Uncollected taxes for 1944 amount to $1,265.70, or 1.19% 
as of the date of the tax sale, February 5th. Mr. William 
K. Foster, former Collector, has made some collections and 
payments to the Town of personal property and poll taxes 
for the years 1935-36-37 and 38. 

Highways: 

No construction was done in 1944 except on the Fal- 
mouth Road. Here one thousand feet of road was com- 
pleted to State Aid Road specifications, with the exception 
of surface treatment. This road is now completed from the 
Falmouth and Windham town line to the Ireland school- 
house. Special resolve and town funds were used for this 
job. So far as we have been able to determine, no State 
or Federal funds will be made available for road construc- 
tion during 1945. Article 22 in the annual warrant gives 
the voters an opportunity to set up a capital reserve fund 
to provide for the purchase of a power shovel. We recom- 
mend that all citizens who are interested in better roads in 
Windham give this article their serious consideration. 


Snow Removal: 


This always serious matter has been even more serious | 


this winter due to the unusual amount of snow. In accord- 
ance with vote at special town meeting held November 8th, 


1944, two new trucks were purchased and were delivered 
to the Town on December 19th. These are one and one- 


half ton G. M. C.’s with two speed rear axles. The light 


plows which the Town already owned were mounted on~ 
the trucks and they were also equipped to use the sand’ 


spreaders. To date, these trucks have done a very good 
job of keeping our roads open to traffic, while the tractor 
has been used mostly to push back shoulders of snow 


j 
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which were too heavy for the trucks to handle. A strict 
account of charges and credits for these trucks is being 
kept to determine if they are a paying proposition. As 
these are the first trucks to be owned by the Town for this 
type of work, no figures were available. 

Due to war time restrictions, we were unable to pur 
chase the new tractor which was authorized at the March 
1944 meeting. 


Poor: 


The cost of maintaining town cases remains about sta- 
tionary, although the 1944 cost was slightly under that 
of 1943. We recommend an appropriation of $2,000.00 for 
this purpose for 1945, 


Honor Roll: 


We are printing in this issue of the town report a list 
of all persons who, to our knowledge, have entered the 
various armed services of the country from this town. We 
will be glad to correct any errors or omissions which are 
brought to our attention. Much credit is due Mr. Charles 
Munson, who has given freely of his time and i to 
keep this list up to date. 


Prospects for 1945: 


We expect there will be very little new construction 
of homes or cottages while the war continues, and the 1945 
valuation will probably show very little change over that 
of 1944. While there are probably very few, if any, ser- 
vices we would want to do without, it should be borne in 
mind that any increase in appropriations will necessarily 
be reflected in a higher tax rate.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
1944 | 
Good health is a vital factor in constructive, happy, and 
cooperative living. Public health nursing is an organized 
community resource for furthering public health measures 
designed to prevent and reduce sickness and to promote 
health. 


One hundred and three home visits were made in 1944 


giving education and heatlh supervision and emphasizing — 


_the importance of early medical supervision. These visits 
were made to expectant mothers, infants, preschool children, 
adults and children with communicable diseases, crippled 
children, and tuberculosis patients and their contacts. — 


It is quite important that expectant mothers seek the 
advice of their family physician early in their pregnancy 
and keep under his supervision during that period. Often 
the doctor can detect danger signals which otherwise would 
have been overlooked and becomie serious if neglected. 
Year after year more expectant mothers are going to their 
doctor early and we hope that in the future it will be a 
100% participation. Arey a 


The Windham Health Council sponsored Child Health 


‘Conferences periodically last year, with Dr. Robert Burns 
as the attending physician. It was disappointing in that 
few mothers took advantage of this Conference. In mak- 
ing visits to infants and preschool children in town it was 
found that many are eligible to attend the Conference and 
are in need of immunization against smallpox, diphtheria 


and whooping cough. When the conferences are again 


started this spring it is hoped that the attendance will be 
larger. . : 

Plans have been made for the school physicals to be 
done this spring by Dr. Robert Burns, the school physician. 


Many of the children have received their yearly examina- eee 
tion by their family physician. This year, as was done a? 
last year, children of selected grades will receive a complete — : 


- 
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physical examination and it is important that the mother 
_ of every child be present as she can contribute much to the 


examination, and in return will gain a better understanding 
of a good physical examination. 

It is gratifying to see the hot lunch program pane so 
successfully carried on this year. 

Through the efforts of the Health Council and interested 
mothers the children have been. weighed and measured this 
fall. This activity should be carried on periodically to 


gauge in some measure the health status of the children. 


For the coming year let us all work together to provide 


-a sounder and more far-reaching health program in Wind- 


ham.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Windham, Greetings: 


I have the honor to submit my twentieth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Windham. 


TEACHERS 


As usual, a number of changes have been made, due to 
resignations of teachers. The shortage of teachers continues. 
At the opening of schools in September, I had several vacan- 
cies to fill and being unable to get enough teachers, we decided 
to transfer some teachers and keep the larger schools open; 
hence the Friends School did not open, not by any action 
taken by the Committee or myself, but because I hadn’t 
teachers enough to fill all the vacancies. New changes will 
be noted in the Table of Statistics later on in this report. 


I am happy to report that this year, we have been able 
to secure the services of an experienced Physical Education 
Director for the town and that courses are given in all our 
schools in Physical Education as required by State Law. 

Due to the shortage of teachers, we have teaching in the 
schools, one teacher on Sanction and one teacher with a 
Permit. These Sanctions and Permits expire at the close 
of the school year and cannot be renewed unless the critical 
shortage continues. 


Teachers’ salaries were increased this year by the amount 
of increased State Aid paid the Town. 
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CONVEYANCE 


Although two new busses were ordered last April from 
the International Harvester Co. Branch in Portland, the same 
have not been delivered as yet and at this writing, no delivery 
date has been given to us. 


We have continued the conveyance as usual and with the 
changing conditions, routes have been adjusted where needed. 


With the closing of one school, better conveyance has been 
arranged as we can now offer one bus to serve each elemen- 
tary school; thus doing away with most of the waiting caused 
by busses serving two or more schools. Schools have been 
able to begin on time except for delays due to mechanical 
failures. 

Recently, the State made a cost analysis of the conveyance 
costs of the state on an average and these figures compared 
to Windham costs are as follows:

JANITOR SERVICE 
We have been able this year to combine janitor positions 
at the John A. Andrew School with that of bus driver, and 
at the Arlington School, with that of school lunch cook; and 
this no doubt adds to the service rendered, as teachers should 
not and do not have time for this work.

FUEL 
Fuel costs remain about constant. Coal is purchased 
from Randall & McAllister. Very little wood is now burned 
and what kindling needed is purchased locally as needed. 


HIGH SCHOOL — 

The enrollment this fall for the 5 year classes was in ex- 
cess of 200; this being larger than we have had for some time. 

Mr. Shaw and I feel that we have an excellent high 
school, meeting modern standards and offering courses valu- 
able to the education of our children. 

The Physical Education Department has been developed 
and enlarged by the new instructor and supervisor, Harry L. 
MalLette, who comes to us with varied experiences. Harry 
is a graduate of Springfield College and of Yale University, 
and his enthusiasm together with hard work is securing 
results. ; 

The Manual Arts Department has been developed with the 
addition of a paint room. We hope to add elementary metal 
work, some auto repair and some blacksmith work another 
year. Our idea is to develop a general shop, teaching our 
pupils how to do so many of the necessary repair jobs around 
the house and farm. 

Other vocational courses maintaining high standards are 
the Commercial, Agricultural and Home Economic Depart- 
ments. This year we have offered a required course of one 
year in Home Economics for Freshmen girls. 

The enrollments are high in all these occupational courses, 
showing the wide interest of the pupils. 
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LUNCHES 

The Lunch Program is operated in all our schools ; where 
we offer a hot, nourishing meal for a low price consisting of 
milk, meat or substitute, two vegetables, bread, butter or 
butter substitute, and fruit. The federal government subsi- 
dizes this program to the extent of 7c per meal for pupils 
and 2c per half pint of milk, if we meet certain conditions. 
The town for some time has made an appropriation to help 
out with the costs. For financial figures, see the School 
Account Summary elsewhere in this report. 


HEALTH 


The state program has been continued under the direction 
of Miss Grace Hunt of the State Bureau of Health and Wel- 
fare, and Dr. Robert Burns, School Physician. It is our 
ideal to have every child physically examined completely once 
in three years; to examine sight and hearing each year and 
to offer low cost clinics for pre-school children and school 
children at least once each year. With the cooperation of 
the town health officer, free vaccination is offered each year 
and children who enter school are expected to be vaccinated 
unless excused. 


REPAIRS 


Work has been done that is absolutely necessary to keep 
our buildings from leaking and to repair damages. The 
financial summary will show the amount of money spent at 
each school. 

Considerable time and money was spent at the Newhall 
School with the help of the local PTA to improve the lunch 
room and to keep the water out of the basement. 

Another year, money should be appropriated for painting 
and improving the lighting in our school rooms. Recent sur- 
veys indicate that the average school room is considerably 
under lighted and as this develops éye strain, efforts should 
be made to correct this. 
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INSURANCE 
I would like to call your attention to the amount of fire 
insurance on our school buildings. These figures seem low 
to me in comparison to cost of replacements, and I suggest 
a larger appropriation be made for this purpose.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1945-1946 
To the Citizens of Windham: 
We are pleased to submit herewith our annual report for 
the year ended February 1, 1946. 
Financial 


The town is once again free from debt, outstanding notes 
amounting to $8,100.00 having been retired during 1945, 
The cash balance in the treasury at the close of the year is 
$25,566.93. Of this amount, $19,975.82 is earmarked to be 
brought forward to 1946 accounts. During the year a final 
dividend of $843.39 was received from the Fidelity Trust 
Company on impounded checking account. The town’s net 
loss on these impounded funds amounts to $2,404.28. A final 
dividend was also received on impounded cemetery trust 
funds. 

Taxation 


The total appropriations for 1945 of $105,515.40 were 
$21,038.00 higher than for 1944. The state and county taxes 
increased $1,754.83 over 1944. Valuation increased only 
$21,883.00 in 1945, therefore an increase in the rate of taxa- 
tion of $9.50 per $1,000.00 of valuation was necessary, the 
rate for 1945 being $52.00 per $1,000.00 as compared with 
the rate of $42.50 for 1944. Uncollected taxes for 1945 
amount to $1,853.37 as of the date of the tax sale. During 
the year a settlement was effected with Mr. Wm. K. Foster, 
former Collector on delinquent taxes for the years 1935-36- 
37 and 38. Mr. Harold W. Joy, former Collector, has also 
made a partial payment on 1934 delinquent taxes. 


It is the belief of your Selectmen that a reduction can and 
should be made in the 1946 budget. A loss in valuation of 
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at least $100,000.00 is anticipated, and careful consideration 
of appropriations is necessary if we are to hold the tax rate 
at $50.00 or less for 1946. 

Highways 

During 1945 little road work was done outside of ordinary 
repair work. However, three pieces of road were put into 
shape and surface treated. These were .7 miles on the 
Weber and Highland Cliff roads and short sections of the 
Pope road and Varney Mill road. 

It is our belief that a program of building a piece of per- 
manent town road each year over a period of years should 
have serious consideration. If the town purchases a power 
shovel, for which funds have already been made available 
we should be able to build more road, and at a lower cost, 
than in the past. 


A large part of the overdraft in the road repair account 
for 1945 was due to damage caused by heavy rains. 
Bridges 

During the year the Popeville, North Gorham, Glantz, 
Newhall, Loveitt’s and Mallison Falls bridges were covered 
with new 4 inch plank. Six new steel I beams were installed 
at the Glantz bridge to replace unsound wood stringers. 
Minor repair jobs were also done on several of the smaller 
bridges. 3 

21,850 feet B.M. of 4 inch hemlock plank were purchased 
at a total cost of $1,222.22, or an average cost of $55.93 per 
M. All of these plank were used, as well as some that we 
had on hand. During the coming year we expect that the 
White’s, Sumner Varney, Brand and Falmouth Road bridges 
will need attention. The northerly abutment of Loveitt’s 
bridge is badly cracked and has moved some. Articles in the 
warrant will ask for sufficient funds to build this bridge in 
1946. At the present time we have $6,071.69 in the Capital 
Reserve fund for this purpose. The latest estimate of the 
town’s share of the cost of this bridge is $11,029.00. 
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Snow Removal 


The two light trucks which were purchased in December 
1944 have performed a lot of work, including summer road 
work as well as plowing and sanding during the winter 
months. These trucks have been charged up against the 
various jobs at prevailing rates, and as we close our books 
they show a profit of $2,385.81 over operating costs, accumu- 
lated since their purchase. This is actual cash in the treasury. 

The old 1927 Caterpillar tractor which is located at North 
Windham is still in running condition and is available for 
snow removal work when needed. The 1940 Caterpillar trac- 
tor has worked summer and winter since purchased with 
practically no expense for repairs. We believe this machine 
should be overhauled before another winter, and are recom- 
mending an increase of $1,000.00 in the snow removal 
appropriation to take care of this expense.

We were saddened by the passing of Mr. S. L. Moody 
who died suddenly December 3, 1945. Mr. Moody had been 
Treasurer, Tax Collector and Clerk since March, 1944, and 
was respected and liked by all who came in contact with him. 

Mr. Fred L. Jameson was appointed to complete the un- 


expired term of Mr. Moody, and we were fortunate in being 
able to obtain his services.

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REPORT OF HEALTH NURSE 


1945 


With constant changes taking place in every day living, 
more emphasis should be placed on the maintenance of nor- 
mal health for every individual in every household. The 
public health nurse renders service by teaching good nutrition, 
prevention and reporting of communicable disease, proper 
care and training of infants and preschool children, early reg- 
istration of the expectant mother with her physician, and 
special attention to any other health problems which may 
arise. 


Your public health nurse has made 246 home visits to 
expectant mothers, infants and preschool children, adults and 
children with communicable disease, crippled children, and 
tuberculosis patients and their contacts. 


A nurse working alone cannot carry on a good health 
program. She must have the support and interest of the 
community. An active health council would be the answer 
to many of Windham’s health problems. 


School Health Work 


In June last year each school child was given a physical 
examination blank to take home requesting his parents to take 
him to the family physician for a complete physical examina- 
tion. ‘These blanks were to be filled in by the physician and 
returned to the school in order that the nurse might have a 
complete health record of each child. Only twelve parents 
responded to this program. 

It is apparent that many parents do not realize the 1m- 
portance of having their children receive complete physical 
examinations, in view of the fact that many parents did not 
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have their children examined by the family physician nor 
did they take advantage of the opportunity given for physica! 
examinations by Dr. Burns. 

The presence of parents at the physical examination is of 
great importance, not only that they may receive valuable 
advice and information from the physician, but they will be 
of great help by advising the doctor of the child’s previous 
illnesses and disorders which will assist him in the examina- 
tion. It is regrettable to report that of the 114 examinations 
only ten mothers were present. The transportation problem 
could be considered as one cause for the lack of a good at- 
tendance, yet these same mothers who did attend lived a great 
distance from the school. 


The physician was assisted by interested mothers in town 
who also assumed the responsibility of weighing and measur- 
ing the children twice during the school year. Mrs. Sydney 
Brasson acted as their chairman. 

The vision tests were given by the teachers and those 
found to have defects were checked by the nurse. 

In May an immunization clinic was held at the Town Hall, 
with 70 school children vaccinated against smallpox-and 33 
immunized against diphtheria. This was a much larger re- 
sponse than in the past. 

Home visits were made by the nurse during the year to 
help the parents in correcting the defects found by the numer- 
ous tests in school. In most cases the parents were pleasant 
and cooperative and showed a willingness to seek medical 
attention. 


Child Health Conferences 


Two Child Health Conferences were held during the sum- 
mer months with a very poor attendance. Many infants and 
preschool children see a doctor only when they are ill and 
many have not been immunized against smallpox, whooping 
cough, nor diphtheria. Since these same children are to be 
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our future leaders, are we as parents and educators doing 
our part’ We hear so much about the future safety of our 
nation. Isn’t it just as important that we begin to lay the 
foundation for a more healthy world to live in to carry on 
the peace that our boys have fought so hard to secure?

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REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


1945 - 1946 


To the Citizens of Windham: 
I submit herewith my third annual report as Fire Chief. 


Below is comparative table of the number and nature of 
calls answered for the years 1944 and 1945: 


. 
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The record shows a marked increase in the number of 
building and chimney fires, and a corresponding decrease in 
woods and grass fires. Fire prevention in the home should 
be given more attention by the average citizen, as most fires 
do not just happen, and could be prevented. 

We had one serious grass and woods fire last spring which 
caused by a carelessly lighted fire, and which spread over a 
large area before it was finally stopped. This one fire cost 
nearly $500.00. 

The fire station at South Windham has settled quite a 
lot, and the walls are cracking rather badly. We plan to have 
this building looked over by some building contractor to see 
if the condition can be remedied. 
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If the new pumper is purchased for North Windham, we 
plan to retain the Dodge pumper for woods, grass and cottage 
fires. Many of the boys who have been in the service, and 
who were formerly associated with the North Windham De- 
partment, have returned, and this organization should be 
considerably strengthened. 

I believe that more adequate fire protection for the Wind- 
ham Center area should have consideration. The town has 
a large investment at this point, taking into consideration the 
High School, Center School, Hanson house, and Town Office, 
in addition to privately owned buildings. If it were possible 
to obtain heated space at the Center, one piece located here 
might prove to be of great value.

As far as could be ascertained, all monies received were 
were properly recorded and promptly deposited. All ex- 
penditures were authorized by approved warrants. 

The Treasurer’s cash balance reconciled with the bank 
statement of the Canal National Bank of Portland, Maine 
as of January 31, 1945. 

All investments in the custody of the Treasurer, were 
examined and found properly identified with the various 
funds. All trust fund interest for the year was left on 
deposit. ‘ 

Tax deeds on file were examined. Payments received 
during the year were found to have been applied against 
the proper items. 


TAX COLLECTOR 


The 1844 commitment of taxes was found in agreement 
with the warrant to the Tax Collector and with the records 
of the Assessors. This commitment was accounted for by 
cash to the Treasurer, authorized abatements or still re- 
mained unpaid according to the records of the Collector. 

No verification was made of the uncollected tax items. 

As applied to the current commitment, the cash collec- 
tion of the 1944 taxes was 98% ; while all taxes collected 
during the current year amounted to 100.5%.

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AIRPORT DEVELOPMENT 


To the Citizens of Windham: 

In accordance with Article 47 of the Town Warrant, 
voted on favorably at Town Meeting on March 5, 1945, 
this report is submitted. The Committee has investigated 
thoroughly the possible advantages which would incur to 
the Town of Windham through the acquisition of an Air 
Strip or Air Park, and is unanimously agreed in favor of 
such a project. 

The following pertinent information is submitted in 
substantiation of the Committee’s findings. 


GENERAL 


1. Various estimates by private and governmental authori- 
ties place the probable number of private planes in the 
United States in the next five years at between 200,000 
and 500,000. 

2. Private planes are already in limited production and 
distribution, and the more well known manufacturers of 
these small aircraft have very large backlogs of firm or- 
ders, running into hundreds of millions of dollars. 

3. Many communities in Maine as well as all over the 
Country are planning facilities to attract plane owners. 
This group is comprised for the most part of highly de- 
sirable potential property owners and visitors, who as 
permanent residents would enhance the real estate value 
of these communities. 

4. Adequate facilities for the landing and taking off of 
aircraft are becoming more and more regarded as a 
public convenience, as are our public highways. 

5. A considerable portion of the public, including a large 
number of returning veterans, are already air minded, 
and these together with our aviation-minded youth 
comprise a growing market for private aircraft. At 
least fifteen states are now providing instruction in one 
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or more of the various phases of aviation in their public 
schools, and more will eventually augment this group 
and increase the scope of this type of education. 


SPECIFIC 


1. Windham is located in the Sebago Lake region, one of 
the most popular lake regions in Maine, and many of its 
summer visitors would undoubtedly make use of a con- 
venient air strip. The presence of such an air strip 
would tend to attract more desirable summer visitors. 

2. An air strip would eventually increase the value of 
neighboring real estate, reflecting ultimate benefit to the 
town in increased taxes. 

3. Windham would receive a considerable amount of pub- 
licity, which would indirectly tend to attract potential 
property owners and operators of new small businesses. 

4. Taxes derived from the operation itself and from re- 
sulting new enterprises would eventually be considera- 
ble. 

5. At present student flying is hazardous at the Portland 
Airport, due to frequent landings of commercial planes ; 
and, it is possible that eventually it will be banned. In- 
structors and students alike are already seeking other 
available fields, and upon inquiry, the committee has 
been assured of several applications to operate the air 
strip should it be constructed. 


CONCLUSION 
The Committee takes the liberty of making the follow- 
ing statements :

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Windham, Greetings: 


T have the honor to submit my twenty-first annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Wind- 
ham. | | 


TEACHERS 


As usual, a number of changes have been made, due to 
resignations of teachers. The shortage of teachers contin- 
ues. At the opening of schools in September, I had sev- 
eral vacancies to fill and being unable to get proper board- 
ing places and homes for teachers, had a great deal of 
difficulty in filling the positions. New changes will be 
noted in the Table of Statistics later on in this report. 

Due to the shortage of teachers, we have teaching in 
the schools, two teachers with permits. Sanctions and 
permits expire at the close of the school year and cannot 
be renewed unless the critical shortage continues. 

Teachers’ salaries were increased this year in Septem- 
ber and again on January first. | 

The Friends School was reopened and the upper grades 
of the Arlington School were transferred to this building. 


CONVEYANCE 


Two new International busses have been delivered and 
we expect a third one at any time. 

With the consolidation of schools with one grade per 
teacher, conveyance routes were changed. We have three 
busses serving each school at one time, eliminating prac- 
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tically all waiting at schools for another bus. Schools 
have been able to begin on time except for delays due to 
poor traveling conditions. 


JANITOR SERVICE 


We have been able this year to combine janitor posi- 
tions at the John A. Andrew School, Friends School and 
Newhall School. The Arlington combination has been 
continued as reported last year. Lists and salaries fol- 
low:

SCHOOL PROJECTOR 


This year we purchased a new machine to replace the 
old one which was bought about ten years ago and need- 
ed repairs. The estimate for these repairs amounted to 
$75.00. We spent nearly that much on it last year. 

The'new machine cost about $450.00. We received in 
donations toward it, $100.00 ; we were allowed for the old 
projector $150.00, which was sold to another town by the 
Hammett Co. We used the $75.00 from the Varney fund 
reported last year and $75.00 required for laboratory by 
the State and transferred $50.00 from the school supply 
account for this machine, making a total of $450.00. 

Visual education is a part of school work today and is 
well recommended for use in our high school. It has been 
a part of our high school instruction methods for some 
time and we believe its use is very valuable. 
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SUB-PRIMARY AND FIRST GRADE 


Because of crowded conditions in the primary rooms, 
half day sessions were started this fall for the sub-pri- 
mary and first grade pupils. 

Because of this half day session, our first grade pupils 
-will not receive the amount of instruction that should be 
provided and their accomplishments in this grade will be 
seriously handicapped. 

Until the town provides proper rooms for both these 
grades, the sub-primary should not be taught as such. 

The attorney-general of the state has recently ruled 
that an half-day session of school is not a day of school 
in the meaning of the law so we do not meet State re- 
quirements with this system. 

The solution of the problem lies in the hands of the 
voters, for the town’s school population is growing so 
fast that consideration to school housing is very essen- 
tial at this time. 


FUEL 


Fuel costs remain about constant. Coal is purchased 
from Randall & McAllister. Very little wood is now 
burned and what kindling needed is purchased locally 
as needed. 

Oil burners were ordered for the John A.. Andrew 
School and the Newhall School, but have not been deliv- 
ered. We hope the town will provide money for their 


‘installation this year. 


_ LUNCHES 


The Lunch Program is operated in all our schools. We 
offer a hot, nourishing meal for a low price consisting of 
milk, meat or substitute, two vegetables, bread, butter, or 
substitute, and fruit. The Federal government subsidizes 
this program to the extent of Yc per meal for pupils and 
2c per half pint of milk, if we meet certain conditions, The 
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town for some time has made an appropriation to help 
out with the costs. For financial figures, see the summary 
elsewhere in this report. 

The School Committee appointed Miss Mary Buzzell 
as Lunch Supervisor beginning in September. She is now 
_ planning menus and doing all buying for the Lunch Pro- 
eram. With her help, our School Lunch Program is being 
operated more economically than in the past and is meet- 
ing all State and Federal requirements. 3 


HEALTH 


The State program has been continued this year under 
the direction of Miss Grace Hunt of the State Bureau of 
Health and Welfare, and Dr. Sidney R. Branson, School 
Physician. It is our idea to have every child physically 
examined completely once in three years; to examine 
sight and hearing each year and to offer low cost clinics | 
for pre-school children and school children at least once 
each year. With the co-operation of the town health off- 
cer, free vaccination is.offered each year and. children who 
enter are expected to be vaccinated unless excused. 

On January 27th, many citizens of the town met at my 
office to discuss the organization of a Health Council in 
Windham. A temporary organization was arranged. 


REPAIRS 


We will refer you to expenditures listing costs of 
work done at the various schools. 

At the Friends School a new septic tank and drainage 
field was installed. We changed doors, did a lot of work 
in the school lunch room and partially rebuilt the en- 
trance platform. 

Lighting improvements were made at the High School 
in the Freshmen and agriculture rooms. Some redecorat- 
ing was done. We changed doors leading from the hall 
into the main room. A partition was changed in the agri- 
cultural room making space for lockers needed in our

physical education program. Shelves were installed in 
the girls’ shower room for use in the physical education 
program. 

A new septic tank was installed as an emergency meas- 
ure at Arlington School. 

Another year, money should be appropriated for paint- 
ing the interiors and exteriors of our buildings. Light- 
ing should be improved in our school rooms. The school 
rooms at the Friends School are under lighted and as this 
develops eye strain, efforts should be made to correct this. 


INSURANCE 


I would like to call your attention to the amount of fire 
insurance on our school buildings. These figures seem 
low to me in comparison to cost of replacements, and I 
suggest a larger appropriation be made for this purpose.

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-SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1946-1947 
To the Citizens of Windham: 


We are pleased to submit herewith our annual report 
for the year ended February 1, 1947. 

Financial: 

At a special town meeting held on January 4, 1947, the 
voters authorized the Selectmen to borrow the sum of 
$3,700.00 for the purpose of paying the current expenses 
of the common and high school account and $2,000.00 for 
the school lunch account. This amount has been bor- 
rowed and the note of the town issued, which is due and 
payable on September 18th of this year. This is the only 
unpaid note outstanding. 

At the close of 1946, cash in the treasury amounted to 
$21,905.59, of which $15,992.47 will be brought forward to 
1947 accounts. Although we had substantial overdrafts 
in the roads, bridges and snow accounts, the net surplus 
as of February 1, 1947, is $1,070.64. 


Taxation: | 

Appropriations for 1946 totaled $100,897.40, or $4,- 
618.00 less than for 1945. The increase in valuation 
amounted to $48,072.00, and the rate of taxation dropped 
from $52.00 in 1945 to $49.00 in 1946. The total tax com- 
mitment for 1946, including State tax, county and over- 
lay was $125,771.65. Of this amount $1,284.67 or 1.02% 
remains uncollected as of February 1st. During the year, 
former Collector Harold W. Joy made a final settlement 
‘with the town on delinquent taxes for 1934. 

Two towns in Cumberland County had a tax rate of 
$73.00 in 1946, while the lowest rate in the county was 
$37.40. The average rate for the 26 towns was $57.86. 
The valuation of Windham for 1946, as carried by the 
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State, is $2,850,000.00 as compared with $2,515,401.00, 
the amount set by the local assessors. 


Highways: 

State Aid road construction on the Falmouth Road was 
started early in May. 2,950 feet of road was completed 
and surface treated and 1,000 feet constructed in 1944 
was re-surfaced and treated. This was an expensive piece 
of road to build due to the quantity of metal culverts it 
was necessary to install, and also to the fact that it re- 
quired an unusual amount of grading to bring it to speci- 
fications set by the State. 

The funds for the permanent improvement of town 
roads were expended as follows: 


Varney Mill Road: 


Beginning at the end of the improved section and ex- 
tending southwesterly towards Atherton’s mill, 2,000 feet 
built and surface treated, cost $2,185.62, or $1.09 per lineal 
foot. The section of the Varney Mill road extending 
from Dolley’s Corner to the Gray and Standish road, a 
distance of 4,000 feet, was surfaced and treated, so now 
only about 3,000 feet of this road remains to be built. 


Pope Road: 


Beginning at the Popeville bridge and extending south- 
easterly towards the residence of Gordon B. Timmons, 
6,300 feet built and surface treated, cost $5,600.34 or 89c 
per lineal foot. On this road, State funds were used in 
conjunction with town funds. 


Highland Cliff Road: 


Beginning at the end of the improved section near the 
residence of Fred McLellan and extending northwesterly, 
*,000 feet built and surface treated, cost $1,952.41 or 9%c 
per lineal foot. ate 

We now have approximately 9.5 miles of town roads 
which have been improved and tarred and about 24.4 
miles of unimproved roads. 
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Bridges: , 

The reconstruction of Lovet’s Bridge on the River 
Road was not accomplished during 1946. The’ State 
Highway Commission advertised for bids on the job, and 
received only one bid and at an exorbitant price. This 
one bid was later withdrawn. However, we believe that 
the town should continue to raise funds for the capital 
reserve fund for this bridge in order to have the money 
available when it is possible to construct the new bridge 
at a reasonable figure. 

A small bridge was constructed over Black Brook on 
the Swett Road to replace several old culverts which were 
not large enough to carry the water, resulting in periodic 
washouts of the road at this point. Materials have been 
purchased for repairing the Brand Bridge and the bridge 
over Pleasant River on the Falmouth Road, and this work 
will be done as early as possible this Spring. 
Equipment: 

A new %-yd. Osgood shovel was delivered to the town 
on September 9, 1946. A trailer for transporting the 
shovel will be purchased as soon as they are available. 
This shovel was received too late in the season to be 
used much on road construction, but it was used on the 
Highland Cliff Road job, on one bridge construction job 
‘and in putting out sand for stockpiles. So far, its per- 
formance has been very satisfactory. All expenses inci- 
dental to the operation of the shovel are being charged 
to it, and the shovel is being charged against whatever 
job it works on at one-half the price formerly paid for 
a hired-shovel. This is to build up a reserve sufficient to 
take care of repairs. We have not operated long enough 
‘to know how this will work out. It may be necessary to 
increase the charge for the shovel until a comfortable 
reserve is built up. | 

Article 20 requests authority to purchase two new 
dump trucks from funds on hand in the truck account 
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and to trade in or sell the old trucks. These trucks have 
plowed snow for three winters in addition to the work 
done on the roads in the spring and summer months, and 
probably should be traded in this year for economy. 

The 1940 Caterpillar tractor was completely over- 
hauled in the spring of 1946 and should be in good con- 
dition. 


Fire Station, South Windham: 


As reported by Chief Freeman in his 1945 report, the 
South Windham fire station is settling on its foundation. 
The rear entrance leading to the basement is pulling on 
the rear-wall of the main building, causing it to bulge and 


crack. The ground floor on the south end of the build- 


ing has dropped 1% inchés and on the north end 3 
inches. We have had the situation looked over by a re- 
putable contractor who reports that the condition can be 
corrected at a cost of about $3,000.00. It would seem ad- - 
visable to have this work done as the building would 
eventually collapse, and its replacement cost would run 
about $50,000.00. 


General: 


Indications point to larger appropriations in several 
accounts for 1947, including poor, snow removal, bridges 
and tar for town ody Larger appropriations are made 
necessary by increased costs of labor and materials, both 
of which have more than doubled in the last few years. 
In several cases, our present appropriations are no larger 
than those for 1936, and we have found it impossible to 

accomplish the necessary work without overdrafts. 
_ At the same time, we believe we should pay as we gO, 
so far as it is possible to do so. A dollar borrowed this 
year will buy about fifty cents worth of labor or material, 
and will have to be repaid later with a dollar worth one 
hundred cents. We have submitted to the Budget Com- 
mittee estimates on appropriations which we believe are 
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as low as the various essential services required will 
allow.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


1946 


Since 1920 the Division of Public Health Nursing has 
been an activity of the State Bureau of Health. In 1920 
one nurse covered the entire State; today a complete 
staff includes 42 nurses and six supervisors working in 
the six districts into which the State is divided. 

District 1 comprises York and Cumberland Counties 
plus five towns of Oxford with an estimated population 
of 260,577. There are five public health nurses and one 
supervisor carrying on a generalized nursing program 
under the medical direction of the District Health Officer. 
The nursing time allocated to a specific town depends 
upon the appropriation and the community’s needs. 

The present concept of public health nursing as car- 
ried on in Windham, rather than restricting the nurse’s 
activity to care of the sick in their homes, stresses preven- 
tion of disease and promotion of health by helping the 
community to analyze the health problems of individuals 
and families. 

Your public health nurse gives public health protection 
to your town and offers a wide health educational pro- 
gram through her many activities. 

Because of the expanding importance of public health 
in the post-war period, it is necessary to know more about 
the activities which are carried on and how these may be 
adequately supported and used in order that your com- 
munity may obtain maximum benefit from this service. 
The most successful way of accomplishing this is by or- 
ganizing a Health Council. This group would include 
representatives from town officials, from medical and 
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dental professions, from the schools, churches, fraternal 
organizations, clubs, farm bureau groups, and other local 
agencies. It would be a miniature community represent- 
ing every group. This Council could study the needs, 
make plans, report back to schools, organizations, and 
agencies, and ask help in developing the plans. Just such 
a Council is now being formed in Windham and it is 
hoped that every citizen will help support it and co-oper- 
ate with it so that your public health program will be- 
come of greater service to all. 

Your public health nurse has made home visits to ex- 
pectant mothers, infants, and pre-school children. Visits 
were also made to crippled children and children with 
heart defects, in order to assist the parents in obtaining 
special services provided for handicapped children. In 
addition she visits homes where there is or has been com- 
municable disease, to assist in the patient’s recovery and 
to prevent its spread by proper isolation. 

Last spring Sidney Bronson, M. D., gave physical ex- 
aminations to 163 school children. During this period 62 
school children were vaccinated against smallpox. 

Last fall 521 hearing tests were given in the schools 
with the audiometer. Home visits are being made by the 
public health nurse to encourage and help with the cor- 
rection of defects found. 

The Kiwanis Club and Parent-Teachers’ Association 
have established a dental clinic to assist some of the par- 
ents in correcting their children’s dental defects. This is © 
a very worthy project and a step forward.

Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Windham 
February 2, 1945, to February 1, 1946 


Without making a detailed audit of all transactions, the 
accounting records and other supporting evidence cover- 
ing the financial transactions of the Town of Windham 
during the fiscal year ended February 1, 1946, have been 
examined or tested. 

As far as could be ascertained all monies received were 
properly recorded and deposited, and all expenditures 
authorized by approved warrants. The vouchers on file 
were reviewed to determine that they were just charges, 
correctly recorded, and carried to the proper department 
or appropriation account. .

The general fund cash at February 1, 1946, amounted 
to $25,566.93. This balance was reconciled with the state- 
ment of the Canal National Bank of Portland as follows:

TAXES “RECHKIVABIIE 


The commitment of 1945 taxes to the Collector was 
compared with the books of the Assessors and found in 
agreement. The total commitment was accounted for by 
cash paid to the Treasurer and authorized abatements, 


or still remained unpaid according to the records. Due — 
to the death in December of the Collector to whom these > 


taxes were committed, a new Collector was appointed and 
those taxes remaining unpaid committed to him.

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Settlements have been made with the Collectors on 
prior years’ taxes and some loss sustained. This loss, 
however, was more than offset by a reserve set up some 
years ago.

The tax deeds on file with the Treasurer were reviewed 
and payments credited were verified by examination of 
the cash records. A small reserve has been set up to care 
for possible losses on some of these deeds. 


CAPITAL s RESERV EsKUND 


At the annual town meeting in 1944 an amount of 
$3,000.00 was appropriated for this fund to be expended 
on what is known as Lovet’s Bridge. At the 1945 annual 
meeting an additional $3,000.00 was appropriated for the 
same fund, together with $10,000.00 to be set aside out of 
surplus for a power shovel. These amounts are on de- 
posit in Portland banks and were verified. 


SrmiLaAl FUND 


A gift was made to the town by Steel Products, Inc., 
for the purchase of fire equipment. The fund is on de- 
posit in a separate bank account until such time as it 
seems advantageous to purchase such equipment. 


TRUS t bUNDS 


Final dividends were received during the year on im- 
pounded funds. As the town has maintained the various 
cemetery lots during the past years to allow the funds 
to accumulate to their original amounts, the loss finally 
sustained from impounded cash was deducted from avail- 
able income. 

Each year the town appropriates and turns over to the 
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school account $146.40 for interest at 6% on the Minis- 
terial and School Fund used by the town. It again seems 
advisable to suggest that the town restore this fund. 


GENERAL 


The bonds of the town officials were examined and 
appeared to be proper. 

The records of the Town Clerk were reviewed as to 
appropriations, salaries of officials, and elected and ap- 

pointed officers being properly sworn. 
_ The excise tax receipts were checked and all monies 
were found deposited with the Treasurer. 

The town records are adequate and were found to be in 
an excellent condition. 

Verifications to the extent deemed necessary were 
made of all asset and liability accounts.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1947 — 1948 
To the Citizens of Windham: 


We are pleased to submit herewith our annual report for 
the year ended February Ist, 1948. 


Taxation and Appropriations. 


At the annual town meeting held March 3, 1947, the amount 
of $136,283.40 was raised and appropriated, exclusive of State 
and County taxes. At the special town meeting held July |5th, 
an additional $2,000.00 was raised for the Common and High 
School account, and $1,500.00 additional for school repairs. 

This increased the town tax to $139,783.40, which with the 
State and County taxes and overlay resulted in a tax commit- 
ment of $!65,722.22, or an increase of $39,950.57 over that 
of 1946. | 

This increase in appropriations resulted in an increase of 
$13.00 in the rate of taxation, the 1946 rate being $49.00 and 
the 1947 rate being $62:00 per $1,000 of valuation, The net 
increase in the 1947 assessed valuation over 1946 is $119,553.00, 
which is not sufficient to hold the 1947 rate at the 1946 level. 


Financial. 


At the special town meeting held October 8th, 1947, the 
voters authorized the borrowing of the following amounts: for 
the Common and High School account, $5,000.00; for school 
repairs, $2,600.00; for school lunch, $914.26; for new school 
bus, $600.00. These amounts with the exception of $600.00 for 
the new bus, together with $3,051.60 for the construction ot 
Loveitt's Bridge authorized at the March meeting have been 
borrowed, and notes of the town totaling $11,565.86 issued

which become due and payable in 1948, Based on the 1947 | 


valuation, the necessary 1948 appropriation to pay these notes 
will increase the 1948 tax rate by approximately $4.62. 


Highways 
Repair of Roads. 


During 1947, 7,053 yards of gravel were applied on gravel 
roads. The major part of this was applied on roads which pre- 
viously became almost or entirely impassable in the spring 
season, 


Permanent Improvement of Town Roads. 


This appropriation was expended as follows: 


Ward Road. 


From end of improved section northerly to State Highway 
No. 302, .6 mile built and surface treated, Cost, $2,701.66. 


Nash Road. 


From State Highway No, 302 N.E. to end of improved sec- 
tion. .23 miles built and surface treated, Cost, $1,636.62. 


Pope Road. 


From end of improved section near Knight school N.W. to 
Highland Clitf Road. .3 mile built and surface treated, Cost, 
$1,923.58. 


Chute Road. 


From end of improved section near residence of Herbert 
P. Jorgensen extending N.E. .2 mile built and surface treated. 
Cost, $2,684.17. On this road a bad curve was eliminated, re- 
quiring the moving of a large amount of ledge. 

Total cost of 1.33 miles of permanent roads, $8,946.03 or 
$6,726.00 per mile. The net overdraft in this account, $896.03, 
was due to the cost of moving ledge on the Chute Road. 
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Town Road Improvement Fund. 


Work under this account is financed from State funds al- 
lotted to the town, the amount of which is based on the mileage 
of unimproved roads in the town. This money is to be spent 
for drainage, machine grading and graveling of unimproved 
roads, cost not to exceed $3,000.00 on any one mile of road. 
‘Costs of all road materials including rocks, sand and gravel 
are paid by the town. The town's apportionment for 1947 was 
$1,445.60. 

This money was expended on the Anderson, Craig and Webb 
roads, and 1399 yards of gravel were applied. 


Tarring Town Roads. 


All town roads which had previously been surface treated 
were tarred this year with the exception of about .3 mile on 
the S.W. end of the Chute Road. 10.8 miles of town roads 
(exclusive of State Aid and Third Class roads) have now been 
built and surface treated. These roads are as follows:

McIntosh Road. 


An appropriation of $500.00 was voted at the annual town 
meeting for use on this road which leads from the Falmouth 
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road to the Highland Lake Beaches Development near the ( 
residence of Hiram Winslow, 

|,557 yards of gravel were applied on this road, covering 
a distance of 1,200 feet. It is now in good condition, but we 
believe it would be economy to surface treat it this year. 


Bridges. 


The new bridge over Pleasant River on the River Road was 
constructed in 1947 with State, County and town funds, This 
bridge has a span of 85 feet, a superstructure of steel beams 
with a concrete slab providing a roadway width of 24 feet. 
The cost to the town was $12,312.50. The joint State Aid fund 
was expended on Walker Hill, so called, at the location of 
the new bridge, and this piece of road is completed with the 
exception of surface treatment which will be done this year. 

The following work was done on town bridges during 1947: 
bridge on the Brand road newly planked; bridge over Pleasant 
River on the Falmouth road, steel | beams installed and newly 
planked; Narrows bridge, new planks; White's bridge, new 
planks; Inkhorn bridge, new planks and one wing wall repaired; 
Mallison Falls bridge, wing wall repaired, 


Windham Hill Water System. 


It was necessary to install a new pump at the spring house 
during the year, the old pump being so badly worn it was 
entirely unreliable and the cost of repairs would have been 
very near the cost of a new pump. The new pump is of the 
turbine type, is very efficient, and we believe it will reduce 
the amount of electric current used, This installation put this 
account in the red for the current year. The system now serves 
seventeen families. 


Equipment. 


Two new International trucks, one KBS-6 and one KBS-7 were 
purchased in 1947 from funds on hand in the truck account, in 
accordance with vote under article 20 at the annual 1947 
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town meeting. The two G.M.C. dump trucks have so far been 
retained for use in sanding ice and hauling gravel. The two 
new trucks are being used this winter for plowing snow. 


Town Dump. 


A new public dump was established at North Windham dur- 
ing the year. This is located about 350 yards north of the old 
dump on land reserved when the town lot was sold, and Is 
about 100 yards off the Roosevelt Trail. 

A large natural depression in the ground at this point makes 
this location ideal for the purpose, and a good road leading 
to it from the Trail has been constructed. 

If this dump is properly used and maintained, it should serve 
the needs of the community for many years to come, 


Fire Department. 


The new Buffalo Pathfinder triple combination 500 gallon 
oumper was delivered May 8th, 1947, and it has been sta- 
tioned at North Windham since delivery. After successfully 
passing all tests required by the New England Fire Insurance 
Rating Association, it was accepted for the town by the Select- 
men on May |7th., 

This is a modern piece of equipment, purchased fully 
‘equipped, and could not be duplicated today at anything like 
the price paid for it. 

Repairs have been made at South Windham fire station at 
considerable less cost than the original estimate, and the new 
fire alarm siren has been installed at North Windham station. 

The large overdraft in the Fire Department account was 
caused by a succession of woods fires occurring in October, 
and was unavoidable. Our Fire Chief and his men and volun- 
teers, together with outside assistance, did an excellent job in 
keeping these fires under control. The most expensive tire we 
had was a woods fire on the west shore of Highland Lake which 
was fought intermittently from October !0th to October 28th, 
and which cost approximately $2,000.00, although no property 
was destroyed. 
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We thank the cities of Portland and Westbrook, the Ameri- | 


can Red Cross and the U. S. Navy for their able assistance 
during the emergency.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of 
the Town of Windham: Greetings: 


| have the honor to submit my twenty-second annual report 
as your Superintendent of Schools. 


TEACHERS 


The shortage of teachers remains, it has been particularly 
hard to get teachers for Windham, since there are few boarding 
places or rents available. 

Both Windham Center and Newhall Villages have been well 
checked for boarding places and teachers report they are 
unable to find same. | 

Several teachers have turned down offers to teach at Wind- 
ham because of these conditions, 

There have been many changes made this year due to resig- 
nations. Teachers give many reasons for resigning but the main 
ones are due to low salaries and no place to live. If we are 
to continue to have teachers, we must have places for them 
to live near their schools. 

Changes in teachers and teachers employed will be found 
in the table of Statistics. 


CONVEYANCE 


Due to non-delivery of our new bus which has been ordered 
for some time; the Committee had the 1940 Chevrolet bus 
completely repaired; seats, cushions and backs repaired and it 
is giving good service. 

Routes were adjusted to meet new conditions, even so, many 
pupils have to walk some distance to meet the bus as it is 
impossible to go up dead end roads in many cases. 

For the new bus, an additional stall was built onto the garage. 
We are now transporting to school more than one-half our 
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school enrollment, Nearly all the high school pupils either have 


to come on our buses or provide private conveyance, 


JANITOR SERVICE 


Only the Friends and Newhall schools are combined this year 
for janitor service. Statistics follow giving you the information 
needed,

SCHOOL PUPILS 


Because of the increase in first grade pupils and no more 
classrooms being available, the Committee had to drop teach- 
ing of Sub Primary pupils this year. This is the first time in 
more than twenty years or longer that the Sub Primary has not 
been taught. We had to divide the beginners (Ist grade) into 
three divisions instead of two as has been the practice, Now, 
-we teach at the John A. Andrew school at South Windham, 
two first grade rooms and one each second and third grades; 
at the Newhall school, we teach one each of grades four, tive 
and six. The seventh grade from the South side of the town is 
taught at the Center building. At the North side of the town, 
we teach grades one, two, three and four at the Arlington 
School; grades five, six and seven in the Friends School, but 
as this building has only two rooms, grades six and seven are 
combined, making a room enrollment in excess of forty, An- 
other year, these grades will have to be separted as the group 
would be too large but since we have no additional class room 
space available, we do not see where they can be taught. 
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Class room space will also be needed for another first grade | 


and the Sub Primary pupils, if taught. We have no school room 
with less than twenty pupils and many have over thirty pupils. 
We are anxious to keep class enrollments, not exceeding thirty 
pupils. 

Consideration of new housing to be available another fall 
is a must at this time. 


FUEL 


We continue to burn coal at our schools except at the John 
A. Andrew and Newhall schools, where oil burners were in- 
stalled this last summer. Oil is very practicable but somewhat 
higher in cost. 


LUNCHES 


The lunch program continues as outlined last year. The Fed- 
eral subsidy is still 9c per lunch with milk. Our price, because 
of rising food costs is 20 cents per meal, The appropriation 
from the town was-not sufficient to pay costs the tirst half of 
the year and the towns’ share was dis-continued during the 
summer. We have operated on a different basis since opening 
of schools in September, 

Miss Mary Buzzell is school lunch Supervisor. She does not 
receive any money from the school lunch account for her ser- 
vices; these being paid for as part of her salary. 

This lunch program meets all state and federal requirements, 
and is well patronized. See Financial report later on. 


HEALTH 


Dr. Sidney R. Branson has been the school physician and 
since he has made a report on his work, | will not repeat here. 

Miss McNeil is the school Nurse since September and her 
report is printed elsewhere in this report, 

A Health Council has been organized and the program fol- 
lows their general advise. 
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REPAIRS 


Work done at the various schools with costs will be listed in 
the expenditures. 

At the High School—an additional stall was added to the 
garage. A new septic tank was built. A new pump and tank 
for the water supply was installed with a room built for the 
same. The water, not passing inspection, has been chlorinated 
for protection. Some painting was done at this building, 


Elementary Schools Repairs 


Oil burners were installed at the Newhall and John A. An- 
drew schools, new lights were installed at the Friends school. 
Fire escapes and exits were completed at all schools as needed 
to provide more than one means of escape from the buildings. 


SCHOOL CONDITIONS 


| would like to remind you that our growing school population 
is over crowding our schools and we need additional school 
rooms. This year we had to stop teaching the Sub Primary 
grades, and next year, we need at least two more class rooms 
for grade pupils and two more additional rooms, if the Sub 
Primary children are to be taught. The Friends School with 
three grades to two rooms is very much over crowded, 

There are fourteen class rooms in our elementary schools to | 
house three divisions for grade one, two divisions each of the 
grades two to seven and we need sixteen class rooms for this 
purpose by next fall. 

Articles have been inserted in the Warrant for your dis- 
cussion. 

At south end of Windham, there are at the present time; 
two grade one's, grades two and three taught at the John A. 
Andrew School with enrollments of 26, 32, 33, 38 respectively, 

or a total of 129 to the building. The Sub Primary was not 
taught this year which had an enrollment of 31. 
At the Newhall school, grades four, five, and six are taught 
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with enrollments of 32, 26 and 30 or a total to the building of | 
88. } 

At the Center school, grade seven is taught with an enroll- 
ment of 24, 

Eight rooms to teach eight grades; total enrollment 241 or 
an average of 30 pupils to a room, which is quite satisfactory. 
But we need a room for the Sub Prifnary, about 30 pupils. 

At the North end of Windham, grades one, two, three and 
four are taught at the Arlington school with an enrollment of 
28, 28, 26, and 30 or a total of 112 to the building, 

At the Friends school, grades five, six and seven are taught 
with enrollments of 23, 20, 23 or a total of 66 to the building. 

Six rooms to teach seven grades, total enrollment 178 or 
about an average of 26 pupils to a room if we had seven rooms 
but crowding 40 or more pupils to a room not large enough 
for 35 pupils. 

But we need a room for the Sub Primary, about 28 pupils 
and a room for grade seven. 

Next year, even if the Sub Primary pupils are not taught, we 
shall be two rooms short as we shall have to have at South 
End of Windham; two rooms for grade one; two rooms for 
grade two; one room each for grades three, four, five, six and 
seven and this will be one room less than we have now, or 
needed fifteen rooms. 

There will be a net enrollment of 118 for the Andrew School; 
103 for the Newhall school; and 26 for the Center school or 
a total of 247 or about 31 pupils to the room plus 30 pupils 
in the 7th grade with no room at all. To get by with the present 
enrollments and rooms, it will be necessary to divide one grade 
entirely and teach it in two or more rooms; thus losing its 
identity and crowding two or three rooms to nearly 40 pupils. 
This is not good education and we are not able to teach what 
is required under such conditions. 

At the North end of Windham: we will need one room each 
for grades one, two, three, four, five, six and seven even if the 
Sub Primary grade is not taught and we have six rooms or one 
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room less than we need, Enrollments will be 26, 28, 28 and 30 
for the Arlington School; 30, and 23 for the Friends School 
and 23 pupils in the 7th grade with no room, To get by, we 
would have to do the same thing as in. the South end; either 
divide one grade, crowd 40 or more pupils to one or more 
class rooms or divide the grades with divisions of two or more 
to a room, ‘ 
__ Matnematically we can teach this way but educationally we 
cannot. You can't divide children the same as cattle; put 35 
pupils to a room, with two or more grades to that room; with 
two or more divisions to a grade and do a good job of teaching, 
Teachers know they can't do a good job under these conditions 
and hence the good teachers will not accept the school and 
we have trouble finding teachers. Even under the best con- 
ditions, we have trouble finding teachers. 

Parents and Citizens, if you want a good educational system 
and have your pupils taught under good conditions you must 
accept the issue and provide at least four new class rooms 
another fall. 

For two years, we have avoided this issue, This year, about 
60 Sub Primary pupils were not taught. Last year, the Sub 
Primary and first grade pupils used the same class rooms divid- 
ing the day. That can't be done any longer as the state law 
requires a minimum of five hours per school day and we were 
notitied by the state that our plan of dividing the day did not 
meet the lawful requirements. 

| had hoped this issue could have been discussed at a Special 
town meeting before the Annual Meeting but the Selectmen 
did not call this special meeting as requested by the School 
Committee, hence a delay of at least one month has been 
caused. 

The enrollments used in this analysis are the net enrollments 
in January 1948. Both spring and fall enrollments have been 
quite a lot higher for several years and we have no reason 
to suspect they will differ this year. Hence many of our class 
rooms have enrollments in the fall of 35 or more pupils but 
will have only a net of about 30 pupils for the year. 
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SCHOOL SURVEY 


During the spring of 1947, the School Committee had the 
State Department of Education survey our schools and system 
at no cost to the town as provided for under the state law. 
This report is printed for your information and follows below. 


Survey of Windham Schools 


The schools of Windham are organized on the 8-4 plan with 
the last year of elementary school (Grade 8) housed in the al- 
ready overcrowded high school building. Because several small 
elementary school buildings were in existence to serve the sev- 
eral sections of the town it has been necessary to provide what 
appears to be a rather eloborate and expensive transportation 
system in order to bring together in each building large enough 
groups of pupils to offer them the instructional advantage of 
a teacher to one grade, This type of elementary school organi- 
zation when compared with larger unit organization is usually 
found lacking. The additional services which can be efficiently 
and economically offered in larger units (8 or more teachers) 
becomes a considerable burden to the small units, Such ser- 
vices as cafeteria, music, art, health and physical education 
exploratory courses, etc. are much less expensively offered in 
larger units. On the other hand, some will contend that it is 
desirable to keep small children near home as possible. The 
organization at Windham, forced upon the school officials by 
existing buildings, accomplishes neither purpose.

This table shows an increase of 98 pupils or nearly 199% in 
the last 15 years. 

The residence of these pupils has been spotted on maps of 
Windham and it has been found that unlike many towns the 
pupil population is very evenly distributed over the entire 
township. This appears to be equally true of the elementary 
school pupils and the high school pupils. There is no pupil popu- 
lation center. Therefore, adequate elementary units so distri- 
buted over the township as to require a minimum of transpor- 
tation and so planned that any or all of them can be enlarged 
if necessary would be desirable. 


Existing School Buildings 


Windham High School 


This building, originally constructed in 1910 to house about 
100 pupils was found inadequate and in 1931 a new gymna- 
sium-auditorium unit was. added. The addition houses the 
health and physical education program and provides much 
seating space which apparently is seldom used. The main build- 
ing with its present enrollment of 210 pupils is badly over- 
crowded, Pupils are housed in basement rooms which are not 
suitable for classroom purposes. Both Agriculture and Commer- 
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cial rooms are very poorly lighted, poorly ventilated and must | 
be difficult to heat evenly and properly. 

The building shows evidence of having been adjusted to meet 
increasing enrollments. with the result that class rooms are 
either larger than needed to accomodate an average class or 
so small that only very small classes can be suitably accomo- 
dated. One such room is only 12 feet wide with low windows 
and a minimum of glass area in. the windows, Corridors are 
either non-existent or are very narrow (57'') with modern stan- 
dards requiring a minimum width of 8'-0"' or in the case ot 
secondary corridors a minimum clear width of 6'-0"" 

This building immediately impresses one with the fact that 
the attention given to the physical education program (par- 
ticularly the interscholastic basketball) is far greater than that 
given to any or all of the other functions of the school. 

Toilet facilities in the old part of the building are not only 
poorly located but are inadequate in number unless those pro- 
vided for public use in connection with the gymnasium-audi- 
torium are also used by the student body, 

The shop is a separate building made by moving a one-room 
school on to the high school site. It is not nearly large enough 
to provide the diversified type of shop training being under- 
taken for the 68 pupils now enrolled. 

The combination laboratory-classroom, the freshman home 
room, and the 8th grade room located on the second floor are 
very satisfactory classrooms except for a lack of window area. 

The cafeteria recently built adjacent to the high school site 
would, it seems to me, have been better if located in or adja- 
cent to the high school building in such a way that perhaps 
the stage in the auditorium-gym could have been used as a 
place for pupils to eat. 

Floors in the building are generally oiled and dark in color 
thereby absorbing much badly needed light which has been 
admitted to the rooms. 

Artificial lighting is generally poor and inode in terms 

of modern lighting standards. 
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Although from the outside, this building appears to be a 
reasonably good high school building, and of course does repre- 
sent a real investment on the part of the town of Windham, an 
inspection of its facilities reveals that it is not adequate to 
house a modern secondary school program. 


Arlington School 


Built in 1930 this building now houses in the sub-primary and 
the first four grades approximately 150 pupils. It consists of 
four standard size classrooms and would be overcrowded if 
the sub-primary and first grade attended the full-day session. 
The building is in good condition and makes a reasonably good 
unit to handle four grades on the basis of a teacher to a grade. 
It is so constructed that additional rooms can be added with 
a minimum of expense. 


Friend School 


Built in 1925 this building has an enrollment of 65 pupils in 
grades 5, 6, and 7. One room houses grade 5 and the other 
a combination of grades 6 and 7. The classrooms are of stand- 
ard size but neither natural or artificial lighting meet modern 
standards. When visited, new fluorescent light fixtures were 
being installed in one classroom. Toilet rooms are provided in 
the basement. Generally speaking the building is in good con- 
dition and when new lights have been installed and some inter- 
ior painting has been done, it will make a satisfactory two-room 
unit. 


The John A. Andrew School 


Erected in 1924 this four classroom elementary school build- 
ing is now housing 150 pupils in the sub-primary and first four 
grades, Like the Arlington School it would be overcrowded it 
both sub-primary and first grade pupils attended the full day 
session. 

The classrooms are of standard size for operating a tradi- 
tional instructional program and appear to be well heated, 
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lighted and ventilated. The location of the cafeteria in the | 


basement adjacent to toilet rooms is not desirable but seems 
to be fairly satisfactory. This building is so designed that addi- 
tional rooms can be added, with a minimum of cost. The play- 
ground space should be enlarged if more pupils are to be 
accomodated. The stairways to the basement (toilets and cafe- 
terias) are so narrow that they can handle only one-way traffic. 


Newhall School 


This three classroom building erected in 1924 is housing 
about |'00 in grades 5, 6, and 7. The classrooms are of standard 
size, well-lighted with natural light. Toilet facilities and a cafe- 
teria are provided in the basement. When visited, toilet odors 
from the slate urinals. permeated the basement and stairways 
and were discernable in the entrace to the building. This condi- 
tion is difficult to prevent where slate urinals have been in use 
tor some time. | 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The four small elementary school buildings in use all seem to 
be in good state of repair indicating a willingness on the part 
of the citizens and school officials to exert themselves to provide 
suitable school privileges for the children of Windham. 

They were all built at time when it was considered essential 
to provide basements under school buildings and to locate toilet 
facilities and play areas below ground, Such areas are difficult 
if not impossible to heat, light, or ventilate properly. Floors 
generally have been maintained by the use of floor oil resulting 
in dark oily surfaces which absorb much of the light admitted 
through the glass area in the windows. Improved seeing con- 
ditions would result if the floors were buffed and finished in 
light color. 


Recommendations 


|_—{A) To meet the immediate need that exists for two 
additional classrooms, it is recommended that a sub-primary 
room be added to the John A. Andrew School and another to 
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the Arlington School. This will make it possible to house Grade 
| for the full daily session, Such rooms should make provisions 
for work, play and rest. and should provide suitable quarters 
for five year-old children to make the necessary adjustment 
from home to school. In the long-range planning recommenda- 
tions which follow, these buildings will become permanent units 
to house sub-primary through grade 6. 

|—(B) Conditions in the high school make it desirable to 

either provide more and better classroom space or remove 
grade 8 (temporarily) from the building so that the space now 
occupied by that group can be available for high school use. 
_|f two-room additions can be substituted for one-room additions 
in Recommendation | (A), the additional space this provides will 
be available for a sub-primary room and an eight grade room 
in each building as an interim provision in the long-range pro- 
gram. 
Il. School officials should give serious consideration to a 
change in school organization, In a community the size of Wind- 
ham the 6-6 organization has merit. Certain of the special high 
school facilities are not used for high school purposes all the 
time. Library, laboratory, shop and gym, for example, can be 
available for grade 7 and 8 purposes when that group is an 
integral part of the high school. Thus, the program of grades 
7 and 8 is enriched. Furthermore, the probability of pupils 
dropping out of school between the elementary and high school 
is lessened because the adjustment to high school conditions 
has been made while ids are still of compulsory school 
attendance age. 

Ill. The second step in the proposed building program should 
consist of a complete renovation of the existing classroom 
section of the high school building to the end that modern 
adequate classroom space will result. This will require addi- 
tional cubage to provide space for grades 7 and 8, adequate 
shop, cafeteria, and such other special purpose rooms as the 
six year high school program may require. 

IV. The completion of Recommendation | (A) or | (8), 
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whichever was not done previously, will provide the final step 
in this program and result in a 6 - 6 organization in Windham. 
The total enrollment of pupils up through grade 6 will be 
housed in two units, one in the north end and one in the south 
end of the town, and make it possible to discontinue the New- 
hall and Friends schools unless by that time increased enroll- 
ments make necessary a third similar unit, 


WHAT THE MODERN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL SHOULD BE. 


The modern elementary school plant is an educational tool 
and should provide the necessary facilities for properly housing 
the new and generally accepted program of the school and 
the community. It should be much more than a series of box- 
like classrooms. 

To offer the desired type of program, the classroom must 


be 21 to 23 feet wide and 35 to 40 feet long. It should be 


properly lighted and should provide space for special activities, 
either in the classroom or in an adjoining workroom. There 
should be ample storage space for supplies and wardrobes in 
each room for pupils’ cloaks. Movable Chair-desk units provide 
satisfactory seating in elementary classrooms. Each classroom 
should be equipped with ample electric outlets so located as 
to provide for visual education needs. 

When possible it is desirable to provide toilet facilities 
connecting with each classroom for pupils from five to seven 


years of age. Each classroom should have a drinking fountain 


with sanitary bubbler head. 

Office space should be provided for the school's principal 
and should be adequate for routine office work, pupil-parent- 
teacher conferences, pupil guidance and counseling and the 
keeping and filing of records. In schools emphasizing teacher 
participation, small counseling or conference rooms are used 
for school and community planning meetings and faculty meet- 
ings. 

The library, or reading center, should be sufficient to seat 
comfortably the largest class in the school. All but the smallest 
schools should add space for about 20 additional readers. Spe- 
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cial attention should be given to the provision of adequate 
natural and artiticial lighting and to its proper control and dis- 
tribution. 

The increased frequency with which auditoriums are included 
as essential parts of school plants has been brought about by 
the increased use of school buildings as community centers and 
the broadening of the school program. The size of the audi- 
torium should be governed by the size of the school, the school 
policies and program, the extent of community use and availa- 
bility of other facilities in the community. 

Minimum health guidance facilities should include a waiting 
room and an examination room. Other facilities highly desira- 
ble are a nurse's room, dressing booths and rest rooms, 

It is important that luncheons and food-service facilities be 
planned in terms of local needs and in terms of an accepted 
program of use of these facilities. The school lunchroom should 
be located on the first floor and should be accessible to the 
service driveway. 

The gymnasium is the main workshop of the physical educa- 
tion plant. For elementary schools, a playroom 40' by 60° will 
provide sufficient space to allow a good basic physical educa- 
tion program for every student. In planning a new school, 
authorities should earmark sufficient funds for the development 
of the grounds and see that intelligent plans are made for the 
use of the grounds as a part of the total school’ plant.

NURSE 


Windham — 1947 


Windham Health Council was formed in February, A great 
deal of interest was shown by the Council members in the 
health activities of Windham. : 

Physical examinations were given to pupils last Spring by 
Dr. Sidney Branson, school physician. The even-numbered grades 
were chosen. These grades of the Friend and John Andrews 
Schools were completed. Of the John Andrew School 22 
second grade pupils were given physical examinations and 22 
of the fourth grade pupils. Of the Friends School 22 sixth 
grade pupils were given examinations, 

Plans were made to examine the pupils of the second and 
fourth grade pupils of the North Windham School, the sixth 
grade pupils of the Newhall School, and the eighth grade pupils 
and Sophomore and Senior pupils of the High School, Because 
the physician was unable to give the time, plans will be 
made to give these physicals before the end of the school year 
1948. 

Of the 66 pupils examined fourteen parents were present. 
It is very important to have the parents present when these 
physical examinations are given for the parent is the one who 
can give the physician a complete medical history of the pupils 
and can answer any questions the physician may ask regarding 
the pupils. If the parent is present the physician can interpret 
‘to the mother or father his medical findings and recommenda- 
tions. 

In April an immunization clinic was held. Dr. Sidney Branson 
was the physician present. Eighty pupils were vaccinated against 
smallpox and eight-one completed the diphtheria immunization. 

Three Child Health Conferences were held during the sum- 
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mer. At these conferences infants and pre-school children were 
given complete physicals and offered immunization against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, and smallpox. 

The Health Council members assisted the physician and pub- 
lic health nurse with these activities, 

The Health Council is working on a survey of the town. This 
survey is to include: The number of families with children; water 
and milk supplies information and all other data pertaining to 
the health of the community. 

It is only through the efforts of the Windham Health Council 
and local physician that Windham has neared the goal of bet- 
ter health, It is hoped that health work will be increased 
during the coming year.

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REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


1947 — 1948 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


| submit herewith my fifth annual report as Fire Chief. 

The South Windham department answered 97 calls in 1947, 
36 of which were in Gorham. North Windham answered 43 
calls. Below is a detailed report of fires to which the Department 
was Called: } 
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We had, during the October emergency, a fire at Highland 
Lake which kept the department busy for three weeks. It was 
not a costly fire as far as loss was concerned, but it was quite 
expensive as to cost. It was a stubborn fire which apparently 
burned under ground and it did not seem to matter how much 
water was put on it. However with the help of the Red Cross 
with bulldozers and the Navy and volunteers, we finally con- 
quered it, 

We also furnished help to many of the stricken towns around 
us. We had crews in almost all of the towns around us that 
had serious fires. On another page in this report is a copy of 
a letter which shows the work that was done by one of our 
crews, 

| wish to thank all of the business men of the town who fur- 
nished men and equipment whenever they were asked, The 
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cost would have been much higher if all of the equipment used 
had been charged for. 

| also wish to thank the many volunteers who offered their 
services during the emergency. The cooperation was wondertul 
and shows what a small town can do when called on for help. 
The Fire Department auxiliary worked steadily during the whole 
emergency feeding the firemen and volunteers no matter where 
they were working. ; 

The new pumper for North Windham has arrived and a new 
siren was installed during the year. This gives that area much 
better protection than it has ever had in the past. | still be- 
live that there should be more protection for Windham Center 
and we are asking for a tank truck this year to be placed at 
the Center. This would be the most effective piece of apparatus 
for that section due to lack of water. With this equipment 4 
sizeable fire could be kept under control while the rest of the 
apparatus was being set up. 

| am asking for an increase in the appropriation this year 
due to the higher cost of equipment and repairs. We have 
been unable to purchase many of the needed things from the 
old appropriation and consequently there are many small things 
that we need and are getting along without. On the whole, 
the {ire loss in the town. was very small, even with an increase 
in the number of fires,

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Report of Committee on Extension of 
the North Windham Water System 


Windham, Maine, February 5th, 1948 
To the Voters of the Town of Windham, Maine: 


The Committee appointed at the last town meeting to look 
into the advisability of extending the water services to Foster's 
Corner, Windham Center and Windham Hill and to recom- 
mend to the voters at the next town meeting, one of two ways 
whereby this could be done, namely, setting up the WINDHAM 
WATER DISTRICT under a special act of the Legislature and 
ourchasing the present system from the Portland Water District 
or to contract with the Portland Water District for the pro- 
posed extension and pay them for the additional hydrant 
rentals, give you their conclusions up to the present time. 

The Committee is unanimous in their opinion that water ser- 
vice should be made available to the three locations mentioned 
above as soon as possible and we believe the quickest way to 
get it is to let the Portland Water District do the job. 

A WINDHAM WATER DISTRICT cannot be established until 
after the next Legislature as it is necessary to put through a 
‘special resolve to establish any Water District, and the Legis- 
lature will not be in session again until January 1949 and if 
approval was given then to establish a WINDHAM WATER 
DISTRICT it would take some time after that before a deal 
could be made with the Portland Water District for the sale of 
their present system. This would mean a delay of at least two 
years before a WINDHAM WATER DISTRICT could make a 
start on extending the present system. 

In order to get the water service to these points as quickly as 
possible your Committee believes the Town should ask the Port- 
land Water District to extend their present mains to Foster's 
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Corner, at least, during the present year (1948) and to Wind- 


ham Center in 1949 and later to Windham Hill. In the mean- \ 


time if the voters of the town decide that it is advisable to 
establish a WINDHAM WATER DISTRICT the necessary au- 
thority could be obtained from the Legislature and the physi- 
cal properties purchased from the Portland Water District tor 
the amount of money they have invested. 

There are numerous questions in connection with having a 
WINDHAM. WATER DISTRICT that the Committee has not 
had time to fully investigate and more time is needed for 
study, but of one thing we are certain, and that is the need 
of ample water supply at a reasonable cost to at least the 
three parts of the town mentioned.

Report of Special 
School Building Committee 


The committee began it's series of meetings soon after 
appointment in the late Spring and had it's final meeting in mid 
December. While the purpose of the committee was to report 
its findings relative to the need for new or added housing, 
most phases of school affairs of necessity came up in the dis- 
cussions, 

Some of the problems which we encountered and some of 
the obvious conclusions are in part in the following list: 

t. School problems are now as always financial as well as 

physical. 

2. No one can accurately predict our school growth (or fail- 
ure to grow). : 

Please note some of statistics given. 

3. The most urgent need at present is ample quarters tor 
sub-primary, Ist and 8th grades, 

4. Present total enrollment approximately the same as in 
1942 and 1943. 7 

5. Present High School building can care for the regular 
four year high school for several years and for a three 
year Senior high for some time to come, 

6. The 35% (or more) of school population in the Central 
East-West area seems to be one of our major problems, 
requiring much transportation and complicating condi- 
tions at both the North and South ends. 

7. Transportation has grown to big proportions. 

8. Present town budget (especially for schools) suggests we 
go slowly in adding to the family tax burden. 

9. Building costs are not yet stabilized nor on a competitive 
basis. : 

10. Water and sewerage must be a first consideration in all 


new construction,

It is of course expected and common knowledge to all of 
us that school costs have advanced as most other things, but 
a few figures may be to the point. Below are listed all school 
costs except that in the lunch account the Federal subsidy and 
collection from the pupils were not included.

In 1939 there was $64.30 of taxable property for each school 
dollar expended; in 1946 this had decreased to $32.50 and in 
1947 the amount was $29.14. Just for comparison purposes, 4 
comparable nearby town may be mentioned that in 1946 (no 
later figure available) had an all cost per pupil of $108.50 and 
$42.90 of taxable property for each dollar spent. 

Based upon an initial cost of $50,000.00 for a four room 
building to be paid for in a five year period, including aver- 
age interest charges, payment upon the principal, adequate 
insurance, heat and lights, janitor and maintenance, but not 
including any extra teachers’ salary, the yearly cost for the tive 
year period would be $13,065.00 it is estimated, 


GENERAL CONCLUSIONS 


|. To best care for present enrollment extra room could well 
be used for sub-primary, first and eighth grades. 

2. Enlargement can and should be made so as to not re- 
quire remodeling or enlarging present High School build- 
ing for some years to come. 

3. South end and North end schools are out of balance be- 
cause of transported pupils from outside the normal area 
for these schools. 

4. A three year Senior high school and a Junior high school 
should be one of our objectives. 

5. New construction at Windham Center would best serve 
our needs. It would be more adaptable to changing con- 
ditions and probably entail less transportation and would 
be a real forward step. 

6. A four room unit would be the minimum to consider, This 
would provide approximately a 20% expansion over pres- 
ent capacity. However any plan adopted should be such 
as could be readily added to if and when necessary. 
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7. From careful study of such school details as we have been 
able to gather, we are not yet convinced of the extreme 
urgency of the housing need, 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We recommend that further study be made of our school 
needs and that no new construction be undertaken prior to our 
March 1949 meeting. | 

We recommend that our assessors be requested to take cen- 
sus of all children (including those of pre-school age) and indi- 
cate whether resident or boarder, and age of each. 

We recommend that adequate study be made of possible 
water supply for present High School and any prospective addi- 
tions which might be made to our school properties and that 
a moderate appropriation be made for necessary engineering 
advice. |

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COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Windham 
February 2, 1946 to February |, 1947 


In the audit of the financial records and accounts of the 
Town of Windham for the fiscal year ended February |, 1947, 
all transactions were examined or tested to the extent deemed 
appropriate, 

The cash balance and the notes payable were confirmed with 
the Canal National Bank of Portland, Maine. 

Verifications were mailed to a representative number of de- 
linquent taxpayers, and a review was made of all other reported 
assets and liabilities. 


CASH 


All recorded cash receipts were promptly deposited, and all 
expenditures were authorized by approved warrants supported 
by invoices on file. 

The general operating cash amounted to $21,905.59 and 
reconciled with the statement of the Canal National Bank. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1946 valuation book of the Assessors and the related 
commitment of taxes were examined. Collections and abate- 
ments allowed accounted for 98.85% of the total commitment. 
With one exception, the remaining 1.15% represented unpaid 
taxes on real estate to be covered by tax deeds, | 

A settlement was made with the Tax Collector for the 1934 
year, so that of prior years' taxes only one 1945 personal tax 
remains unpaid, therefore, the Reserve for Loss set up for 
prior years’ unpaid taxes has been eliminated, 


TAX DEEDS 


Considerable progress was made during the fiscal year in 
the collection of old accounts. As many of the deeds remaining 
unsettled are of questionable value, a 50% reserve has been 
set up to more nearly reflect the true worth of these deeds 
to the Town, 
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CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 


This Fund was created by appropriations made in previous 
years to provide for the purchase of a power shovel and for 
the replacement of Loveitt's Bridge. The power shovel was 
obtained in 1946, but no progress was made on the bridge. 
By vote of the Town, the balance remaining in the power shovel 
account may be transferred to another Capital Reserve ac- 
count, 


SPECIAL FUND 


This Fund was a gift to the Town for the purchase of a Tire 
truck. This equipment was on order, but had not been delivered 
as of the close of the fiscal year. 


NOTESEPAY ABLE 


At a Special Town Meeting, authority was given for the 
issuance of new notes totaling $5,700 as a supplement to the 
appropriations for the cost of schools and school lunches tor 
the current year. 


DUE OTHER AGENCIES 


Deductions from the wages of employees of the Town tor 
Withholding Taxes and Teachers’ Retirement constitute this 
account. These deductions had not been remitted to the proper 
agencies at the time the books were closed. 

The amount of $60.00 was paid by the Town to the Maine 
Teachers’ Retirement Association for the retirement contribu- 
tion of the Superintendent of Schools. This amount is reim- 
bursable, in part, from other towns in the School Union, or by 
deduction from the salary of the Superintendent. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 


The Unappropriated Surplus was reduced from $8,259.40 
at the beginning of the year to $148.34 at the close of the 
year. The factors contributing to this change are shown in de- 
tail on Exhibit E of this report. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


The bank books covering the trust fund investments were 
examined, Interest for the year had been added to the pass 
books and the withdrawals made appeared to have been pro- 
perly used, 

One new cemetery fund was received and invested. 


GENERAL 


The expenditures for the School Lunch Program amounted to 
more than $18,400 during the 1946-47 year. While this Pro- 
gram is supported, in part, by federal subsidy, money of the 
Town is also involved. 

Invoices were found on file covering all expenditures, but 
no reports were given the Town as to the number of pupils 
served. In one school at least, collections were not turned over 
to the Town Treasurer with any regularity. 

It is suggested that the receipts for each week be turned 
over to the Town Treasurer at the beginning of the succeeding 
week, together with a report covering the daily activities, 

The excise tax receipts were examined and all monies were 
found to have been promptly deposited, The revenue from this 
source is used as a reduction of the tax commitment. 

The records of the Town Clerk were reviewed. Appropriations 
and salaries were checked and the oaths of office were found 
properly recorded.
